Very  Body  is  convinced,  that  Men  at*e 
created  for  Society-fake  ;  and  no  Body, 
is  ignorant,  that  without  the  Affiftance 
of  a  great  many  others,  he  would  be 
more  miferable  than  a  Beaft  itfelf.  But 
every  Body  is  not  ccuivinc’d,  that  it  is  naturally  impof- 
lible,  to  become  happy  or  rich,  without  contributing 
proportionably  towards  the  Happinefs  or  Riches  of 
others.  At  leaft  the  Experience  we  have  evepy  Day 
of  a  great  many  People’s  building  their  'Happinefe 
and  Riches  upon  the  Ruins  of  others,  evidenceth 
clearly,  that  either  they  muft  be  ftark  mad,  or  are  not 
convinc’d  that  in  fo  doing,  they  are  ading  againft 
-their  own  Intereft.  Neverthelefs,  there  is  nothing 
m.ore  true  and  nothing  more  deferving  our  Attention 
than  the  Welfare  of  others,  in  Cafe  we  have  a  Min4 
to  be  happy  ourfelves :  It  is  nothing  elfe  but  a  Pre¬ 
vention,  to  think,  that  Riches  do  confifl  in  the  folc 
PofTeffion  of  a  great  Quantity  of  Goods,  and  that 
fuch  a  Quantity  of  Goods  hath  a  fovereign  Virtue, 
to  free  ourfelves  from  all  Troubles  and  Accidents,. 
Since  Men  are  not  able  to  live  without  the  perfpnal 
M.iniftry  of  others,  true  Riches  have  no  other  Vir- 
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tue  than  what  is  given  them  by  the  Will,  th 
Power,  and  the  Number  of  fuch,  who  are  to  make 
Ufe  thereof;  they  have  no  Value  and  no  Price  in 
themfelves,  but  what  they  receive  from  this  Number; 
and  accordingly  as  this  Will,  this  Power,  and  this 
Number  is  preferved,  accordingly  our  pretended 
Riches  have  an  Eftimation.  Without  it,  they  are 
no  more  than  Dull. 

An  infinite  Number  of  Examples  as  well  antient 
as  modern  do  convince  us  thereof,  and  I  have  in  a 
particular  'Treatife  on  the  Way  and  Means  te  get 
Rich^  now  ready  for  the  Prefs,  purpofely  endeai- 
vour’d  to  give  a  full  Demonftration  of  this  Truth, 
where  I  remit  the  curious  Reader.  I  fhall  only  in 
this  Place  draw  a  Conclufion  from  what  I  have  faid, 
which  is,  that  if  our  Riches  have  no  other  Value 
and  Eftimation  than  what  is  given  them  by  an  infi¬ 
nite  Number  of  others,  and  if  we  cannot  be  rich 
without  them,  it  is  evident,  that  inftead  of  ruining 
others  contrary  to  our  Intereft,  we  ought  proportior 
nably  to  contribute  towards  the  Prefer vation  of  this 
Will,  this  Power,  and  this  Number ;  and  in  cafe  we 
really  do  intend  to  get  rich  and  happy,  we  ought  to 
be  in  Harmony  with  fuch  as  are  to  give  a  Value 
and  a  Price  to  our  Subftance ;  and  as  we  do  not 
know  precifely,  who  is  to  give  a  Value  to  our  Pof- 
fefiions,  we  ought  to  regard  every  Body  as  fuch. 

If  every  Body  is  to  be  confider’d,  to  be  of  the 
Number  of  fuch  as  are  to  give  a  Value  to  our 
Riches,  and  if  without  the  perfonal  Miniftry  of 
Men  we  cannot  live,  it  is  our  Intereft  to  have  them 
in  a  Condition  to  render  the  fame ;  if  this  Number 
liveth  for  us,  their  Condition  muft  be  perfect  in, 
Confequence,  that  their  Service  may  be  perfe<5t  and 
intire.  Their  Bodies  muft  be  brought  to  the  De¬ 
gree  of  natural  Perfedion,  that  their  Organs  may  be 
well  difpos’d  to  receive  the  Commandments  of  Un- 
derftanding  and  Will,  wherewith  they  are  animated 
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for  our  Service  and  for  our  Prefer vation,  and  that 
the  Inadivity  and  the  Defers  of  their  Bodies  may 
not  hinder  the  Adivity  of  their  Underftanding. 

This  is  the  total  Sum  of  the  Obligatiohs  we  lye 
under  in  Cafe  we  love  our  own  interefl*.  It  is 
therefore  a  pernicious  Envioufnefs  in  fome,  who,  be¬ 
ing  Mafter  of  fome  good  Invention  for  ftiortening 
and  making  eafy  the  Labours  and  Fatigues  of  their 
Fellow-Creatures,  choofe  rather  to  keep  It  in  their 
Clofets  as  an  idle  Objed:  of  their  Curiofity,  than  to 
have  the  Publick  reap  the  Advantage  thereof,  which 
confequently  would  be  beneficial  to  themfelves  by 
reafon  of  the  Maxim  I  have  before  advanc’d. 

If  fuch  an  Envioufnefs  is  to  be  blamed  in  refpedt 
of  Inventions  for  fhortening  and  making  eafy  the 
Labours  and  Fatigues  of  Men  ;  it  is  the  more  in 
fefpeft  of  Dlfcoveries  tending  towards  the  Prefer- 
vation  and  Reftoring  of  Health  ;  and  I  may  boldly 
fay,  that  fuch  as  are  backwards  therein,  are  in  fome 
Meafure  anfwerable  for  the  Languifhings  and  Suf¬ 
ferings  of  their  Fellow-creatures*  The  Life  and 
Health  of  a  fingle  Perfon  is  more  precious  than  all 
what  vulgarly  we  underftand  under  the  Notion  of 
Riches  ;  not  fo  much  for  reafon  of  the  Excellency 
of  the  Strudure  of  a  Man,  but  becaufe  Wealth  and 
Riches  can  never  exifl:  without  a  Number  of  People^ 
who  are  to  give  it  Its  Value  and  Eftimation.  With¬ 
out  it,  it  Is  a  Chimsera  and  no  more  than  Dufi:  5  con- 
fequently  the  more  this  Number  increafeth,  the 
more  Value  our  pretended  Riches  are  receiving,  and 
confequently  the  more  richer  we  adually  become. 

Few  are  ignorant  of  the  great  Uncertainty  we 
labour  under  in  Phyficks  ;  and  I  ftiould  think,  it 
would  not  be  out  of  the  Way,  if  Phyficians  would 
follow  the  Example  of  Painters,  who  for  the  more 
excelling  in  their  Art  have  divided  themfelves  irt 
1  feveral  Branches.  Some  apply  themfelves  only  to 
I  Painting  of  Faces,  fome  of  Landlkips,  fome  of  Bat- 
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tie  Pieces,  and  even  fome  only  to  paint  Flowers,  el 
By  this  Way  each  one  cometh  to  a  Degree  of  Per- 
fedion.  The  Objedl  of  Phyfick  being  the  reftor- 
ing  and  preferving  of  our  Health,  a  Confideration 
far  furpaffing  all  others  of  what  Nature  foever,  it  is 
evident,  that  the  Art  of  Phyfick,  inftead  of  being 
founded  only  upon  Probabilities,  would  attain  to 
a  Degree  of  Certainty,  if  each  Phylician  would 
diredi:  his  Attention  only  to  certain  Difeafes  and 
publifh  the  Difcoveries  made  in  Curing  them.  Dum 
finguli  pugnant^  omnes  vincuntur. 

The  mofi:  ableft  Phyhcians  do  acknowledge  that 
oftentimes  they  are  at  a  Lofs  in  forming  a  folid 
Judgment  of  the  Difeafes  of  their  Patients;  and  I  am 
lure,  that  not  feldom  the  Remedy  prefcribed  in  fuch 
a  Perplexity  is  worfe  than  the  Difeafe  itfelf.  Why 
do  we  refufe  then  to  make  Ufe  of  Magnetical  Reme¬ 
dies  experienc’d  by  our  Anceftors_  and  left  by  them 
upon  Record  to  Pofterity  ?  and  why  do  we  refufe  to 
make  a  farther  Enquiry  into  the  Virtues  of  fuch  Re¬ 
medies  ?  The  Ufe  thereof  would  at  lead  never  be 
detrimental,  nor  is  there  to  be  apprehended,  that 
the  Practice  of  fuch'’  Remedies  is  liable  to  prove 
more  fatal  than  the  Difeafe  itfelf. 

A  great  deal  more  could  be  faid  in  Praife  of  Mag¬ 
netical  Cures,  but  as  Experientia  femel  inftituta  plus 
valet  quant  mille  rationes^  I  appeal  to  the  Authors 
quoted  in  this  Treatife,  and  content  myfelf  to  have 
fulfill’d  the  Duty  every  Body  lyeth  under,  which  is, 
to  contribute  proportronably  to  the  Happinefs  of 
others, in  cafe  we  pretend  to  be  happy  ourfelves. 
And  as  the  Method  difcover’d  for  curing  Wounds 
without  Pains  and  without  an  immediate  Applicati¬ 
on  of  Remedies,  hath  been  fufficiently  experienc’d, 
and  always  found  to  anfwer  the  Purpofe,  1  hope  it:' 
will  be  receiv’d  with  the  fame  Candour  as  it  is  dif-- 
cover’d.

Virtue  and  Efficient  Cause

MagnEtical  Cures. 

T  is  needlefs,  to  give  a  Definition 
of  what  is  underftood  by  Magneti- 
cal  Cures.  Since  the  Invention  of 
a  certain  Powder  made  of  Vitriol 
calcined,  or  rather  exficcated  by  the 
Reverberation  of  the  Sun-beams, 
commonly  call’d  'SympatheticalPow^' 
der.  People  feem  almoft  to  be  convinc’u,  that  there 
is  another  Way  for  Curing,  chiefly  certain  Wounds, 
than  by  an  immediate  Application  of  certain  Reme¬ 
dies  to  the  Part  afflidled.  Only  the  Difference  lieth 
i  herein,  that  a  great  many  either  out  of  Prevention, 
i  or  perhaps  fometimes  out  of  Ignorance  or  Self-inte- 
I  feft,  ffiffly  maintain^  that  the  Caufe  of  fuch  Cures  is 
\  m  nothing  elfe  to  be  look’d  for,  than  in  the  Super- 
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ftitioti  of  certain  People.  Some  go  ftlll  farther,  and 
do  afcrlbe  the  Virtue  to  certain  Ceremonies  and  even 
to  Charms.  Of  the  h&  Opinion  are  at  this  Day- 
few,  more  of  the  firfl:  j  and  it  feems,  as  if  this  Opi¬ 
nion  was  fupported  by  the  Experience  itfelf  made 
by  many  People, with  the  faid  Sympathetical  Powder 
to  no  Purpofe ;  which  hath  given  Room  to  them  to 
fay,  that  the  Effeds  of  this  Powder,  if  there  are  any, 
are  only  vifible  according  to  the  more  or  lefler  Share 
of  Superftition,  the  Perfon  is  poiTefs^d  with,  who 
maketh  Ufe  thereof.  Moreover  the  little  Praftice 
made  with  this  Powder,  thp’  nothing  at  alii  expenfivCy 
and  though  the  Advantage  of  Novelty  it  hath,  is 
again  an  other  Argument  by  which  they  ftrive  to 
evidence,  that  there  is  no  relying  at  all  on  this- 
Remedy. 

In  my  Opinion  both  Parties  are  equally  td  be 
blamed.  The  one,  for  afcrlbing  to  a  Thing  more 
than  really  is  in  it,  or  can  be  produced  by  its  Inter¬ 
vention,  though  all  imaginable  Care  is  taken  inf 
the  Preparation  of  It  j  and  the  other,^  for  deriding 
every  Thing  they  are  not  able  to  comprehend  with 
their  Senfes.  •  My  Intention  is  therefore  here,  to 
epnfider  on  the  efiicient  Caufe  of  Magnetical  Cures, 
which  will  be  a  Means  to  prove  the  Poffibility  there¬ 
of*,  and  this  being  done,  I  fhail  conclude  with  pub- 
lilhing  for  the  Good  of  the  Publick,  a  Method  to 
be  depended  upon,  and  hitherto  kept  as  a  Secret  In 
private  Families,  for  magnetically  curing  certain 
Wounds  without  Pains  and  without  the  Application 
of  any  Remedy. 

There  is  a  Kind  of  Affedfion  between  all  and 
every  Thing,  by  Virtue  of  which,  they  alter  or  af- 
fedi:  one  another  without  a  vlfible  Touching.  The 
daily  Experience  convlnceth  us  thereof,  and  who  de- 
nieth  it, 

Ofiendi  S-okm  foftulat  ilk  ftU^ 
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The  Examination  and  Knowledge  of  thefe  Quali¬ 
ties  and  hidden  Virtues  in  Nature,  is  call’d  natural 
Magick,  founded  upon  the  Sympathies  of  I'hings, 
and  who  is  acquainted  with  the  Concord  or  Difcord 
therein,  is  cal?d  fkilful  in  Magicks,  and  able  to 
produce  many  marvelous  EiFedls,  appearing  to  the 
Vulgar  to  be  contriv’d  by  the  Help  of  Demons  i 
though  this  Myftery  is  nothing  elfe,  but  a  Science 
of  the  Sympathies  and  Antipathies  between  fuperi- 
our  and  inferiour  Things. 

Sympathy  is  a  mutual  Confent  between  Phyfical  and 
Natural  Things,  by  which  they  friendly  embrace  one 
another,  call’d  by  fome  a  Compaffion.  Galen  ufeth 
the  W^ord  of  Friendftiip,  Pliny  Concord,  and  Tully 
a  Conveniency  and  natural  Continuation  ;  for  though 
the  Bodies  of  Iron  and  a  Loadftone  are  diftant  from 
one  another,  neverthelefs  Nature  is  alfo  continued 
in  them,  that  they  agree  or  meet  in  one.  The  fame 
calleth  it  an  Affinity  in  Nature,  and  Bapt,  Porta  a 
Confent ;  by  others  it  is  metaphorically  named  a 
Symphony  or^  Harmony.  Antipathy  is  a  mutual 
Affedtion  between  Things,  by  virtue  of  which  they 
fhun,  abhor,  or  are  againft  one  another.  Galen  and 
Pliny  are  calling  it  a  Fighting  and  Difcord  j  others 
a  DIflenting,  Enmity,  Variance  and  Hatred  ;  others 
a  fteftftance,  as  hindering  or  refifting  Adlives  to  be 
applied  to  Paffives. 

As  from  the  Sympathy  of  fuperiour  and  celeftial 
Virtues  arlfeth  a  Drawing,  {attradiio)  and  conveying 
(dedutlio)  to  the  Terrene  and  inferiour  Body,  alfo 
from  Antipathy  a  Reliftance ;  Plato  calls  therefore 
Magick  the  Attradllon  or  Drawing  of  one  Thing 
from  another,  caufed  by  an  Affinity  in  Nature. 

Now  all  the  Parts  of  this  World,  or  all  the 
Members  of  one  Animal,  depending  from  one  Au¬ 
thor  and  Principle,  are  joyned  together  by  one  and 
the  fame  Nature.  In  us,  the  Brain,  Heart,  Lungsr, 
Liver  and  the  Reft  draw  foraething  from  one  ano- 
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thef,  and  mutually  affift  one  another;  alfo  that  if 
one  of  them  fuffereth,  the  Others  are  likewife  fuf- 
fering  or  compatifing.  The  fame  it  in  tefpedt 
of  all  the  Bodies  in  this  World  joined  together ; 

V  they  likewife  ferve  and  are  ferved  mutually  by  one 
another ;  and  from  this  common  Alliance,  or  Affi¬ 
nity,  arifeth  a  common  Love,  and  from  this  com¬ 
mon  Love  a  common  Attradlion  or  Drawing.  This 
is  the  Reafon,  that  the  Loaddone  draws  Iron  untd 
it,  and  the  Sun  many  Flowers :  This  is  the  Reafonf 
that  Helioiropium  turneth  with  the  Sun  both  at 
Rlfing  and  going  down,  and  Selinetropium  with  the 
Moon, 

We  ought  to  cbniider  Sun,  Moon  and  the  reft  ac» 
cording  to  the  terrene  Quality ;  and  Stones,  Vege¬ 
tables  and  Animals  according  to  the  celeftial  Quali¬ 
ty  ;  and  fo  we  will  find,  that  what  is  abovej  hath 
Connexion  with  what  is  below,  -and  what  is  below,* 
with  what  is  above.  For,  by  the  fatalXaw  giv^en  by 
our  Creator,  the  terrene  Body  is  to  ferve  the' celeftial;^ 
and  as  every  individual  Part  of  the  firfi:  is  endued' 
with  a  Matrix  adapted  to  bring  forth  its  like,*  fo  the 
laft  is  appointed  to  animate  it  continually  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  Subftance,  which  is  able  to  caufe  its  engendering 
and  begetting  without  Intermiffion.  The  Sympathy 
and  Antipathy,  fo  notable  in  Animals,  Minerals  and 
Vegetables,  is  therefore  to  nothing  elfe  to  be  afcri-- 
bed,  than  to  the  Influence  of  the  celeflial  Bodies  ; 
and  their  Impreflion  according  to  the  Gonflitution  of 
each  Species  and  individual  Being,  either  in  general 
or  fometimes  according  to  the  Angular  Fabrick  of 
one  Species  in  particular.  Alfo  a  Saphire,  to  fpeak 
generally,  is  no  where  offenflve  to  the  Eyes ;  but 
neverthelefs  there  hath  been  found  one  who  did 
flrike  the  Sight  of  the  Eye  by  the  flrfl:  Applicati¬ 
on. 

But  by  what  Means  fome  natural  Things  join  to¬ 
gether  is  very  difficult  to  demonflrate  out  of  eom- 

mon 
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mon  Philofophy.  Becaufe  what  is  joyned  or  coupled 
to  a  Thing, ^  is  of  the. fame  Being  or  Effence,  or  is 
of  the  Quality  of  this  Being  ^  or  is  in  it,  as  the  Form 
is  in  the  Subjed,  or  appertains  to  it  or  toucheth  it 
either  like  a  Thing  tranfmuting,  in  refped  to  what 
is  tranfmuted,  or  like  Art  in  refpe6t  of  the  Subjedfc 
Matter.  Mofes  feems  to  have  clearly  expounded  to 
us  five  Things  fatten’d  or  knit  together Heaven 
and  Earth,  Earth  and  Voidnefs,  a  bottom! efs  Gulph 
and  Darknefs,  the  Spirit  of  God  and  the  Waters, 
Light  and  Bodies.  The  firft  Way  of  this  Connex¬ 
ion  is  fignified  by  the  Earth  empty  and  void.  For 
an  empty  and  void  Earth  is  its  Matter  before  it  is 
fupply’d  with  a  Form  from  elfewhere. 

The  fecond  Way  of  Connexion  is  fignified  by 
Darknefs  all  over  the  Face  of  the  bottomlefe  Gulph* 

The  third  by  Light  fpringing  up,  rifing,  or  com¬ 
ing  upon  the  Bodies. 

The  fourth,  by  Heaven  and  Earth  ;  the  one  be¬ 
ing  joined  to  the  other,  as  Adives  to  Pafiives,  or  as 
a  Thing  tranfmuting,  to  what  is  to  be  tranfmuted* 

The  fifth,  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

But  let  us  fee,  how  this  is  in  us.  Earth  is  a  ter¬ 
rene  Body,  empty  of  Life,  void  of  Senfe;  above  it 
are  Darknefs,  Dulnefs,  Death,  Stupidity,  and  na 
Feeling. 

Light  is  Life,  which  quickeneth,  moveth,  ftirreth, 
and  giveth  Senfe  to  it. 

Heaven  is  the  Soul  and  the  Spring  of  this  Light. 

The  Spirit  of  God  is  the  Underttanding,  the 
Brightnefs  of  the  divine  Countenance.  The  Reafon 
of  this  Joyning,  of  Connexion  is  this :  The  Body 
is  void  in  itfelf,  hath  its  Darknefs  ;  then  it  is  joined 
to  Light,  through  Light  to  Heaven,  through  Hea¬ 
ven  to  a  fpiritual  Subttance,  as  appears  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  viz. 

^he  bottomlefs  Gul^h, 

Darknefs^ 


Void 
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Void  of  Life.  Earth.  Void  of  Senfe., 

Light.,  '^ickening  and  giving  Life^ 

Heaven^  the  Spring  of  Light t 
'  Lhe  Spirit* 

Here  we  fee  In  what  Order  Things  created  are 
knit  together.  Here  we  fee  the  Bond  and  Knot  of 
the  Natural  Benevolence.  But  what  Philofophy^  is 
this  you  will  fay  ?  Certainly  not  a  vulgar  one,  which 
judgeth  of  Things  by  Senfe^  Matter  and  manifeft 
Qualities  *,  but  a  heavenly,  more  fubtile  and  an  ab“ 
flrufe  one. 

Body  and  Soul  being  Subftances  very  far  diftant 
from  one  another,  there  was  need  of  a  mean  Bond 
to  join  thefe  diftant  Subftances  together,  and  to  this 
Purpofe  is  that  thin  and  fpiritual  fmail  Body  ap^ 
pointed,  which  Phyficians,  as  well  as  Phllofophers, 
call  Spirit.  This  copulating  Spirit  Is  more  excellent 
than  the  Elements,  and  even  anfwers  to  Heaven. 
Arifioieles  i^p^:^^  of  this  Proportion  thus:  Like  as 
all  the  Virtue  of  the  Heavens  Is  conveyed  to  the 
Earth  by  the  Vehicle  of  Light ;  alfo  all  the  Facul¬ 
ties  of  the  Soul,  nji%.  Life,  Motion  and  Senfes  are^ 
by  the  Help  of  this  bright  Spirit,  convey’d  and 
transferr’d  to  the  terrene  Body.  That  all  what  I 
have  faid,  may  be  more  convincing,  I  lhall  produce 
feme  memorable  Examples  of  Antipathy s  and  Syni’^ 
pathys.,  which  Authors  of  no  little  Authority  have 
left  to  Pofterity. 

Firft  of  all  we  meet  with  a  notable  Antipath/ 
in  Poifons  •,  not  every  Antidote  reftfts  all  Sorts  of 

Poifon,  according  to  Galen, - de  Antid.  Each  Kind 

of  Poifon  hath  its  particular  Antidote, 

The  Scythians  were  ufed  tobefmear  their  Arrows,^ 
arid  Sabres,  with  a  certain  Poifon  compos’d  of  hu¬ 
man  Blood,  and  a  Matter  coming  out  of  Putrefac¬ 
tion  5  corrupt  and  ft] thy  Blood  of  Vipers  %  a  flight 

2  '  ^  Wound 
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Wound  with  an  Inftrument  alfo  prepared  was  dead¬ 
ly,  and  nothing  could  help  but  Cantharides,  which, 
againft  all  other  Poifons  is  inefFedlual,  according  to 
G^den  and  Diofcorides. 

According  to  P%,  there  is  no  greater  Poifon  for 
Trees  than  wild  Parfnip^  becaufe,  being  near  them, 
it  taketh  not  only  all  the  Subftance  away,  but  it 
boreth  and  pierceth  Holes,  like  as  with  a  Sword^ 
through  the  very  Roots  of  the  Trees. 

Galen^  1.  de  Theriaca  ad  Pifon,  affirms,  that  a 
Herb  call’d  Trifoly  boiled  and  applied  to  Bitings  of 
Vipers,  is  to  take  immediately  away  all  Pains  ;  but 
if  apply’d  on  found  People,  that  it  caufeth  the  fame 
Pains  People  fuffer  being  bit  by  Vipers.  Scaliger 
endeavours  to  give  a  Reafon  of  this  Myftery,  but 
it  is  more  according  to  the  Subtilty  of  his  Genius  than 
a  true  one.  So  much  of  Poifons. 

But  what  fhall  we  fay  of  the  invincible  Hardnefs 
of  a  Diamond,  which  contemptibly  withftands  the 
two  greatefl:  Forces  in  Nature ;  and,  notwithiland- 
yields  to  Goat’s  Blood,  being  fteep’d  therein 
when  it  is  frefh  and  warm  ? 

Is  not  this  a  furprizing  Example  of  a  natural  Va-^ 
riance  or  Difcord?  By  what  Ingenuity  hath  this 
been  found  out  ?  By  what  Accident,  or  what  Con- 
jedure  was  there  only  to  experiment  fuch  an  im- 
menfe  Secret,  chiefly  in  a  Goat,  the  filthiefl:  of  all 
Animals  ? 

A  Lion,  feared  by  all  Animals,  and  who  careth 
neither  Tyger  nor  Bear,  is,  notwithftanding  aftoniffi- 
ed  at  the  Sight  of  a  far  weaker  Animal,  a  Cockj 
Do  you  afk  the  Reafon  thereof  ?  Perhaps  there  is  a 
certain  Strength  in  the  Eyes  of  a  Cock,  as  fome 
think,  repugnant  to  the  Eyes  of  a  Lion.  Certainly 
we  cannot  look  for  the  Reafon  of  it  in  the  Matter 
or  Senfes,  otherwife  we  would  fall  Into  endlefs  Per¬ 
plexities  >  but  we  mufl:  look  for  it  in  the  Contem¬ 
plation  of  Things  above  us.  I  remit  my  Readers  to 

Proclus 
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Froclus  m  his  Book  of  Magicks^  where  he  giveth 
a  Reafon,  ex  profejfo^  of  this  feeming  Prodigy. 

Who  knows  not  the  Difcord  between  a  Spider  and 
a  Toad  or  Serpent  ?  The  firft,  perceiving  one  of  the  laft 
under  the  Shade  of  a  Tree,  after  having  it  artfully 
entangle  in  its  Web,  piercetk  its  Brains  with  fuch  a 
Force,  that  it  is  no  more  able  to  difentangle  itfelf 
from  its  Prifon  *,  nor  dothit  find  an  End  thereof  till 
it  is  dead. 

The  Antipathy  between  an  Afli-Tree  and  a  Ser¬ 
pent,  hath  been  fo  much  experimented,  that  we 
know  from  thence,  that  a  Serpent  will  always  fhun, 
even  the  Morning  and  Evening  Shade  of  this  Tree, 
and  fly  from  it  fo  far,  that  a  Fire  being  made  on 
one  Side,  and  on  the  other  a  Semi-Circle  of  Leaves 
and  Branches  of  an  Afh-Tree,  it  rather  will  jump, 
and  endeavour  to  efcape  through  the  Fire,  than  pafs 
the  Afh-Tree. 

I  proceed  to  Vegetables,  where  equally  we  meet 
with  an  evident  and  notable  Difcord.’  For  an  Oak- 
Tree  will  not  profper  in  Places  where  Olives  growj 
and  an  Olive-Tree  leaveth  in  Groves  pf  Oaks, 
fuch  offenfivc  Roots,  which  adually  do  kill  the 
Oak-Trees.  The  fame  being  planted  near  Wallnut- 
Trees,  either  dieth  itfelf  or  remains  always  weak,  or 
,  caufeth  the  fame  Effeds  in  the  Wallnut. 

The  Hatred  between  Cole  wort  or  Cabbage  and 
Vines,  is  more  vifible.  For  a  Vine  with  its  crooked 
Tendrels  doth  tye  and  bind  itfelf  to  every  Thing 
that  it  doth  catch,  only  it  refufeth  the  fame  to  Cab¬ 
bage,  and  being  near  it,  it  bends  to  the  oppofite 
Side.  Colewort  or  Cabbage  being  boiling,  if  only  a 
few  Drops  of  Wine  are  pourM  upon  it,  will  imme¬ 
diately  ceafe  to  boil,  and  the  Cabbage  will  lofe  its 
Colour.  The  famewill  dry  through  andthrough,  if  Cy- 
tlamen^  a  Kind  of  Briony  orOrigan,or  v/ild  Marjorum 
is  near  it ;  and  Vines  will  become  worfe  in  the 
Neighbourhood  of  Bay-Trees. 
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There  is  fuch  an  Antipathy  between  a  Crab  and 
Polypody,  that  tjiis  Herb  being  apply’d,  will  caufe 
its  throwing  off  the  Shell  wherewith  it  is  covered,  or 
at  leaft  its  Claws.  Fern  and  Reeds  are  fo  repugnant 
to  one  another,  that  neither  of  them  will  fuffer  the 
other  near  it,  which  is  the  Reafon  that  we  neither 
find  Fern  in  Places  where  Reeds  grow,  nor  Reeds 
in  Ferny  Grounds. 

Horner^  Pliny  and  Diofcorides^  do  report,  that 
Alyffon,  St.  John’s  Wort  and  Rue,  or  Herbgrace, 
are  of  fuch  a  natural  Repugnancy  againft  malignant 
Spirits,  that  like  Heads  of  Wolves  affixed  to  Gates, 
fo  thefe  Herbs  hang’d  up  in  Houfes,  do  fecure  Men 
and  Beafts  againft  all  kinds  of  Sorcery  or  Poifon, 
Horner^  who  by  his  Travels  got  a  great  Skill  in 
Magicks,  relateth,  that  Mercurius  arm’d  Ulyjfes 
againft  the  Inchantments  of  Circe  by  the  ufe  of  Rue 
or  Herbgrace.  And  in  the  Hiftory  of  "Tohy^  deli¬ 
ver’d  to  us  by  Sacred  Writ,  we  find,  that  the  An¬ 
gel  taught  "Toby  to  take  Part  of  the  Heart  of  a  Fifli 
drawn  out  of  the  River,  and  to  caft  it  upon  Coals  *, 
the  Smoke  of  which  was  to  rid  Men  and  Women  of 
all  kinds  of  Demons.  We  ought  therefore  not  to 
call  in  Queftion  the  like  Amulets,  grounded  on  na¬ 
tural  Reafons,  fince  a  certain  Subftance  is  iffuing  out 
from  them,  which  according  to  Experience  is  capable 
effedually  to  repair  the  Strength  of  Bodies,  and  to 
refift  Poifons  or  any  thing  elfe  that  is  offenfive. 

The  Root  of  white  Peony,  and  the  Hoof  of  an 
Elk,  are  of  an  Antipathy  againft  the  Falling  Sicknefs  ; 
the  Seed  of  Melanthium,  againft  Rheums  or  falling 
down  of  raw  Humours  ;  Wolf’s  Dung  againft 
Colicks  ;  not  by  virtue  of  Charms,  as  fome  very 
ignorantly  think,  but  becaufe  fome  Vapours  like 
Atoms  iffue  from  their  Subftance,  which  fent  forth 
to  the  Brain,  do  dry  it,  and  alter  the  Caufe  of  the 
Sicknefs  by  th^it  own  Virtue.  Gakn^  after  many 

■  ■  ■  '  Trials 
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Trials,  fpeaks  thereof :  That  we  are  to  depend  upon 
the  like  Amulets,  as  working  by. their  «own  Sub- 
ftance,  and  not  by  the  virtue  of  imaginary  Charms, 
/.  6,  &  10,  de  Simplic.  Medic. 

The  Hand  of  a  Fiftierman  is  ftupifyM,  as  foon 
he  toucheth  a  Fifh  call’d  the  Cramp  Ftfh^  though 
it  be  with  a  long  Pole.  A  little  Fifh,  half  a  Foot 
in  length,  call’d  a  Suckftone  or  Sea  Lamprey ^  cleav¬ 
ing  to  the  Keel  of  a  Ship,  hindr^th  the  Courfe  there¬ 
of,  though  Wind  and  Weather  is  favourable.  This 
is  not  done  by  virtue  of  Charms,  but  by  Reafons  I 
have  juft  now  mention’d.  It  is  certainly  a  ftupen- 
dous  Miracle  of  Nature,  that  fuch  a  fmall  Fifti  is 
capable  to  ftay  a  like  Bulk,  and  to  hinder  the  Courfe 
of  a  great  Ship,  though  in  full  Sail,  by  no  other 
means,  than  by  cleaving  to  it. 

Pliny  reports,  that  the  imperial  Ship,  wherein 
Antony  did  intend  to  circuit  and  to  exhort  his  Peor 
pie,  was  ftay’d  by  fuch  a  Fifh  ;  and  that  he  was 
oblig’d  to  go  into  another  Ship,  mean  while  that 
his  Fleet  was  driven  a  great  way  off.  Cams' s  Gaily 
bound  for  Antium^  an  ancient  City  in  Italy^  and 
rowed  by  four  hundred  Hands,  had  the  fame  Fate  \ 
and  it  feems  this  Fifh  to  be  ominous,  ftnce  this 
Prince,  foon  after  his  coming  back,  was  deadly 
wounded.  There  was  no  longer  Room  to  dive  into 
the  rcafon  of  this  Staying,  as  foon  as  this  Fifh  was 
found  cleaving  to  the  Stern  of  the  Ship.  But  being 
brought  into  the  Ship,  it  proceeded  ;  and  it  is  par¬ 
ticularly  to  be  admir’d,  why  it  was  able  to  ftay  the 
Ship  by  cleaving  to  it,  and  could  not  do  the  fame 
after  being  brought  into  the  Ship.  We  muft  acknow- 
ledge,  that  Nature  here  is  intricate,  and  cannot  be 
iinderftood  by  our  Senfes.  For  befideS  what  I  have 
faid,  it  feems  as  if  fhe  knowing  of  an  approaching 
Danger  did  intend  to  remove  it.  The  Ship  wherein 
the  Ambaffadgrs  of  Periander  were  fent,  for 

having 
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having  the  noble  Boys  gelded,  was  fiay’d  in  its 
Courfe,  as  if  Nature  did  judge  it  deteft  i.h^e  to  rob 
Men  oF  what  is  given  them  to  their  Prefer vatioUi 
The  Ship  of  Cains  not  long  after  ailafTina^ 

ted  Rome ^  was  flay’d,  as  if  Nature  com rniferating 
C^farh  Fate,  would  keep  him  back  from  this  Mis¬ 
fortune,  and  hinder  his  unhappy  Codrfe;  As  mucH 
■of  Sea  Lampreys. 

It  hath  been  found  by  Experience,  that  a  living 
Duck  apply’d  to  the  Belly  affvvageth  theGripings. 

A  living  Spider  inclofed  in  a  Walnut  Shell;  and 
tyed  to  the  Neck  to  cure  the  Quartan  Ague.  The 
Pairings  of  a  Sick  Perfon’s  Nails  of  Hand  and  Feet, 
tyed  upon  the  Back  of  a  living  Crawhfh,  and  alfo 
thrown  into  flowing  Water,  to  expel  a  ^eriiak 
^gue. 

A  Tooth  of  a  living  Mole  tb  cure  the  Tooth» 
Aohj  only  by  touching  the  affli(5led  Part  therewith. 

A  little  Bone  found  in  the  Ham  of  a  Hare’s  Leg; 
behind  the  Knee,  to  refill  the  Stone  or  Gravel  in 
the  Reins;  and  Cramps  or  Cotivulfions  flirlnking 
or  plucking  of  the  Sinews,  and  arifing  either  of 
too  much  Fulnefs,  or  overmuch  Emptinefs. 

‘Galgalus  (a  Galbus)  a  Bird  which  being  looked 
upon  by  one  who  hath  the  Yellow  Jaundice,  cures 
the  Perfon  and  dies  it  felf. 

The  Heart  of  a  Raven  carried  about  to  hinder 
Sleep,  and  the  Heart  of  a  Bat  to  provoke  it. 

The  Bones  of  the  Head  of  a  Mare  affix’d  upon 
a  Poll  in  a  Garden,  to  chafe  Palmer  or  Canker- 
Worms. 

A  Herb  called  DogVTooth  (having  feven  Knots) 
mention’d  by  Riofcorides  under  the  name  of  Coro- 
nopus,  if  ty’d  to  one’s  Head,  efFe(5lual]y  cureth  the 
Head-Ach. 

A  Man  falling  fick  at  the  time  when  Violets,  or  t 

B»  Herb 
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I  ierb  called  Cicuta  ( a)^  much  like  our  Hemlock  is 
bearing  Flowers,  tho’  he  is  cured,  will  certainly  re- 
lapfe  as  foon  as  he  hath  a  fmell  thereof.  I  cannot 
pafs  over  what  Pliny  reciteth  out  of  Pythagoras^ 
Crateva^  Democritus^  Appollodorus^  Cleemporus^  and 
many  others,  of  the  wonderful  virtue  and  power  ot 
fome  Herbs.  An  Herb  call’d  Adamantis,  growing 
m  Armenia  and  Cappadocia^  (h)  being  held  near  Ly¬ 
ons,  caufeth  them  turn  upfide  down,  with  a  yawn  - 
ing  an  unpleafant  open  Sound. 

Arianis,  an  Herb  growing  with  a  People  in  Scy¬ 
thia^  cdlVd.  Ariatiiy  from  whence  it  hath  its  Name, 
of  a  Colour  Ihining  like  Fire  ;  when  gathered,  the 
Sun  being  in  Leo^  will  by  touching  Wood,  fet  it  on 
fire,  the  fame  Wood  being  before  thoroughly  anoin¬ 
ted  with  Oil. 

iEfhynomene,  an  Herb  fo  bafhfull,  that  It  (brinks 
In  the  Leaves,  as  foon  as  one  cometh  near  it  with 
the  Hand. 

Theangelis,  an  Herb  growing  in  Syria^  Babylon^ 
and  many  other  places,  maketh  People  Prophefy^ 
having  drunk  of  a  Liquor  poured  upon  this  Herb. 

Gelotophlllus,  an  Flerb  growing  about  Boryfthenes^ 
being  drunk  with  Wine  and  Myrrh,  caufeth  Laugh¬ 
ing  which  never  ceafeth,  except  Kernels  of  a  Pine 
Apple  with  Pepper  and  Honey  are  taken  in  Date- 
Wine. 

iEthlopis,  an  Herb  growing  in  ^thiopia^  like  a 
Lettice,  wherewith,  according  to  Pliny^  Enchanters 
will  open  any  Lock,  turn  any  Stream,  and  dry  any 
River. 

Ophiufa,  an  Flerb  In  /Ethiopia^  dangerous  to 


^a)  The  yuice  of  this  Herb  through  extreme  cold,  is  Poifon  ;  aiid 
therefore  the  Athenians  ufed  it  to  kill  Men  in  common  Executions . 
(b)  An  Herb  nvhich  cannot  be  bray'd,  of  the  Nature  of  an  'Ada^^ 
m ant  or  Diamond,  from  nxhencedt  hath  receiidd  its  Name. 

look 
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look  on  •,  being  drunk,  it  doth  fo  terrify  the  Mind 
with  a  Sight  of  angry  and  dreadful  Serpents,  that 
condemned  iPerfons  for  fear  thereof  did  kill  them- 
felves  ;  and  therefore  it  was  ufed  to  be  given  to 
fuch  as  had  committed  Sacrilege. 

A  kind  of  Spider  that  hath  in  his  Legs  three 
Knots  or  Joints,  whofe  Sting  is  perilous  and  deadly j 
called  Phalangium^  immediately  dieth  by  touching  a 
certain  Herb  we  know  by  the  Name  of  Crocis. 

Oenotheris,  a  kind  of  Herb  ftrewed  on  wild 
Bealls,  tameth  them. 

Achimenis,  a  kind  of  Poley,  which  in  time  of 
Battle  being  call  into  an  Army  caufeth  them  to  fear. 

Latace,  an  Herb  which  the  King  of  Perjia  did 
give  to  the  Embafiadours,  to  the  end  they  fhould 
never  lack  neceflary  Food  wherever  they  came. 

The  ancient  Hiftory  doth  report  of  Mmilianus 
ScipiOy  other  wife  called  Africanus  Minor  ^  that  he 
opened  the  Gates  of  Carthage  with  a  peculiar  Herb, 
and  dry’d  Moors  and  fennifh  Places  with  ^thiopisj 
an  Herb  before  mentioned  :  And  who  hath  ever 
come  near  ail  the  hidden  Virtues  of  Nature  ?  Who 
hath  ever  been  able  to  give  Reafons  thereof }  or  at 
lead:  v/hat  Conjedlures  could  there  be  to  experb 
ence  or  make  Experiments  of  all  thefe  things  ?  Cer-* 
tainly  we  mufl  acknowledge  it  to  have  been  delb 
ver’d  by  a  particular  Bleffing  of  the  Supreme  Being, 

The  Prefence  of  a  Diamond  hindereth  the  Load-» 
{lone  to  draw  Iron  unto  it,  and  the  Prefence  of  Oil 
hindereth  Amber  to  draw  Straw  unto  it.  And  if  we 
ronfider  the  Enmity  between  things  to  hurt  one  ano¬ 
ther,  it  is  not  unlikely,  that  our  Anceftors  did  infer 
from  thence,  that  perhaps  fome  Remedy  for  their 
own  ufe  might  lie  concealed  under  it  ;  the  Succefs 
hath  anfwer’d  their  Conjedlures,  and  we  are  oblig’d 
to  reverence  likewife  fomething  hidden  in  Sympa¬ 
thies  which  is  of  a  confederate  Virtue  either  to  keep 
at  a  diftance,  or  tg  expel  fomething  that  is  bad. 

B  2  Every 
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Every*  Day  we  meet  with  a  notable  Concord 
tween  Herbs  and  the  celeftial  Bodies.  We  are  aflur^d 
of  the  folar  Prefence  by  the  Flowers  of  an  Herb  call’d 
Cichoreum^  Succory^  which  at  the  Rifing  of  the  Sian 
openeth,  and  at  its  Setting  clofeth  itfelf  up  again. 

Lupinus  a  Kind  of  Pulfe,  is  daily  turn’d  about 
with  the  Sun,  alfo  that  the  Sky  being  cloudy,  Huf- 
bandmen  know  by  it,  what  o^  Clock  it  is.  The 
Herb  Mallows  conforms  itfelf  likewife  to  the  Motion 
of  the  Sun. 

Authors  of  no  fmall  Credit  unanimoufly  affirm 
that  Thunder  and  Lightning  never  hurts  a  Bay  or 
Fig-tree,  nor  an  Hide  of  a  Sea-calf,  or  Hysna, 
nor  a  white  Vine.  OU avius  Aguflus  therefore  arm- 
ing  himfelf  with  the  laft,  and  Tiberius  C^far  by 
wearing  a  Crown  made  of  Bay-leaves,  fecur’d  them- 
felves  againft  Thunder ;  becaufe  thefe  Things  arc 
not  only  of  a  Nature  to  refill:  the  Vehemeney  c>f 
Lightning,,  but  alfo  to  throw  back  the  Blafts  of  it. 
There  is  a  wonderful  Sympathy  between  Metals  and 
the  Miners-Rod.,  or  a  little  Twig  with  two  Branches 
cut  off  a  Halle-tree,  by  the  Help  of  which  Miners 
fearch  after  Gold  and  Sil  ver  Veins.  It  would  be  in 
vain  to  feek  for  the  Caufe  thereof  in  the  manifell 
Qualities. 

•  The  Sympathy  fubfifting  between  Stones  and  the 
odeffcial  ladies  is  dill  greater  t  Their  Power  is  more 
extenfive  than  that  of  Herbs  *,  becaulc  they  feem  not 
only  to  command  the  celeftial  Bodies,  but  alfo  Men. 
Who  is  ignorant  of  the  Pilot’s  Needle,  a  Piece  of 
Iron  rubb’d  with  the  Load-ftone,  always  pointing  to 
the  Ardic  Pole  ?  Sclenites,  a  Stone  found  in  Arabia, 
hath  a  White  in  it,,  which  decreafeth  and  increafeth 
as  the  Moon  doth., 

A  Turquois,  according  to  ^heophraftus  and  Pro^ 
€lus^  doth  change  and  wax  very  pale,  being  worn  by 
a  fick  or  decaying  Perfon  ;  but  it  is  more  to  be  won¬ 
der’d  at,  that  the  precious  Colour  of  this  Stone  is 

chancr’d 
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chang’d  into  a  footy  and  fmoaky  one,  or  receiveth 
fome  Spots,  or  appears  to  be  chink’d,  when  there  is 
a  confiderable  Danger  approaching  the  Perfon  it  is 
W’om  by. 

And  for  Antipathies,  the  fame  Authors  do  report, 
that  the  Emerald  effed:ually  doth  refift  Fevers  and 
Poifons  j  and  that  it  breaks,  being  overcome  bv' 
Poifon. 

Androdamas,  a  precious  Stone,  hard  and  heavy, 
bright  like  Silver,  and  in  form  of  divers  little  Squares, 
putteth  away  the  Fury  of  Anger,  and  Rage  of 
Letchery^ 

Genianes,  a  precious  Stone,  procureth  Punifli- 
ment  to  a  Man’s  Enemy. 

Dendritis,  a  precious  Stone,  which,  being  put 
under  a  Tree,  maketh  that  the  Ax  in  cutting  It 
fliould  not  be  dull’d. 

Siderites^  a  Stone  like  Iron,  hath  Power  to  caufe 
Variance  amongft  Men.  No  doubt,  thefe  Stones 
do  acflually  fpout  or  drive  out  an  invifible  hidden 
Power.  And  though  they  are  folid  Things,  nevet- 
thelefs  the  native  Heat  and  Rubbing  and  Touching 
draws  out  a  Virtue,  which  it  communicateth  to  the 
Heart  and  Brains.  There  are  Medicines  of  a  great 
Ufe  by  Reafon  of  their  Refemblance,  we  fee  them, 
daily  prevail  againft  many  Difeafes  for  no  other 
Reafon  but  becaufe  the  have  one  another’s  Anatomy 
and  dignatura.  This  is  a  Way  of  making  Demon- 
ftrations  by  Refemblance,  by  which  the  Creator  of 
all  Things  oftentimes  difcovereth  fublime  and  hidden 
Things  to  inftru(5i:  us  by  the  Idea  of  their  Refem- 
blance  to  what  they  have  been  from  the  Beginning 
deftinated. 

All  Herbs,  Flowers,  Trees,  are  magical 

Signs  granted  by  their  Author,  the  Knowledge 
whereof  brings  us  to  the  true  Phyhck,  i.  e.  Signa¬ 
tum  ;  becaufe  the  Signs  externally  difcover’d  by 
Nature,  are  Tokens  of  certain  internally  hidden  Vir- 
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tues's  and  that  Signatum,  and  the  inward  Kernel,  is 
always  hgnify’d  by  the  outward  Phyfiognomy. 

What  is  the  Reafon,  that  many  Dileafes  cannot 
be  cur’d  with  every  Remedy?  Becaufe  they. proceed 
from  an  aftral  ImprelTion  of  the  Firmament,  there 
is  need  of  an  aftronomical  Influence  •,  that  is  to  fay, 
of  Things  which  have  an  Analogy  between  the  great 
and  lefTer  World  :  Herein  doth  confifl  the  true  mag- 
netical  Virtue  of  the  Firmament,  and  the  Means  to 
refift  Difeafes  caufed  by  fuch  Impredions.  This 
lufluence  and  Signatura  we  obferve  in  fome  Plants  ; 
the  notableil  and  moft  evident  do  appear  in  Hyperi¬ 
con  and  Perhcaria  *,  the  firfl:  is  pierc’d  or  bor’d  with 
fmall  Holes,  and  the  other  fpotted  with  red  Spots, 
as  if  Blood  had  dropp’d  upon  it. 

The  fame  Signaturae,  fo  very  ufeful  to  the  Judg¬ 
ment  of  Difeafes,  are  likewife  to  be  met  with  in 
other  Vegetables  i  and  it  is  not  fufficient  for  a  Bota~ 
Aliens  to  fearch  into  the  external  Signaturae  of  Plants, 
their  Time  and  Place  of  growing  ;  but  he  ought  alfa 
to  concern  himfelf  about  the  inward  Principle,  and 
their  Virtue,  which  is  the  Image  of  God  implanted 
in  Things  created.  This  Principle  is  known  by 
many  Names  fome  call  it  tlie  Balfam  of  'Nature^ 
vital  Sulphur^  radical  See d^firjl  Matter  (onitnatu^f 
ral  lieat^  Mercury  of  Life^  univerfal  Spirit»  It  ne¬ 
ver  is  deftroy’d  in  the  Corruption  of  Things;  the 
Elements  and  all  mix’d  Bodies  being  diflblv’d,  it  will 
neverthelefs  remain.  This  Balfam  doth  occupy  the 
whole  Anatomy  of  Bodies  in  living  Creatures  and 
Plants ;  in  fome  Animals  rather  a  certain  Part,  as 
the  Heart,  Cf c.  and  accordinp;  to  the  Diverfitv  of 
Impreffions,  Tinddure,  Abundance  of  Humours, 
Quality,  and  Difference,  it  produceth  different  and 
divers  Adlions.  By  virtue  of  this  Balfam  fome  Plants 
and  Parts  of  Animals  are  of  an  Antipathy  againft^ 
IDheafes  ;  and  by  the  Virtue  and  Power  of  this  Bair 
Cam  fome  Farts  of  Animals  are  of  ,a  Sympathy  wit|i 
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fome  Parts  of  the  human  Body,  aiding,  ftrengthen- 
ing,  and  preferving  it  in  its  radical  Vigour. 

Who  neg!e6ls  this  Principle,  the  Signature  of 
Things,  without  overcoming  a  thorough  Knowledge 
thereof,  is  unworthy  of  the  Name  of  a  Phyfician. 
If  there  were  nothing  elfe,  the  Knowledge  of  this, 
Myftery  would  make  a  Phyfician  excel  in  his  Art, 
according  to  what  Hippocrates  fays  of  thofe,  who, 
know,  before-hand  which  can  be  cured,  and  which 
muft  die. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  that  every  Difeafe  hath  its 
particular  Signs,  procuring  the  Knowledge  thereof  to 
us ;  and  the  fame  Signs  are  to  be  found  in  the  Re¬ 
medies  alfo  mark’d  by  Nature.  We  may  therefore 
fay  in  general,  and  with  a  great  deal  of  Truth,  that 
this  Difeafe  is  a  Difeafe  for  this  Remedy,  and  this 
Remedy  is  a  Remedy  for  this  Difeafe.  The  Herb 
^u[filago  is  a  Remedy  for  obftrudted  Lungs,  becaufe 
it  weareth  the  fame  Mark.  The  Herbs  Lingua  Cer- 
niina  and  Scolopendrium  are  a  Remedy  againft  a 
pufF’d-up  or  fwollen  Milt,  becaufe  they  reprefent 
the  Figure  of  the  Milt.  This  maketh  appear,  that 
it  is  poflible  to  overcome  a  Knowledge  of  Nature  by 
the  Signs  of  the  Remedies ;  and  that  the  Myilery 
of  Sympathies  and  Antipathies,  in  refped  of  Things, 
as  well  as  their  Qualities,  are  of  a  vaft  Benefit  for  a 
Phyfician. 

Thefe  who  are  fkilful  in  this  fecret  Philofophy^ 
and  have  watch’d  Opportunities  to  experience  Na¬ 
ture’s  Strength,  are  capable  of  producing  many 
wonderful  Eifedls  :  And  as  the  Way  of  their  Pro¬ 
ceedings,  as  in  many  other  Things,  is  hidden  and 
conceal’d,  the  unfkilful  not  feldom  afcribe  the  Caufe 
of  their  Actions  to  the  Delufions  of  Demons  ;  that 
is  to  fay,  to  Magick  call’d  Goetia^  from  Mourning  ; 
becaufe  it  is  an  Invocation  of  evil  Spirits  near  Tombs, 
and  German-fifters  to  Necromancy,  which,  for  calL 
ipg  the  Souls  of  the  Dead,  requireth  the  Eifufion  of 
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humane  or  fonie  other  Blood  of  blacji  Cattle,  where¬ 
with  Dsemons  are  delighted. 

True  Magick,  grounded  upon  natural  Caufes,  is 
llothing  elfe  but  a  thorough  Knowledge  of  the  Con*- 
cord  or  Difcord  between  Stones,  Herbs,  Minerals, 
Animals,  and  the  Stars,  which,  exadlly  to  learn,  re- 
quireth  a  great  deal  of  Wifdqm,  and  is  in  no  way 
contrary  to  divine  Laws. 

This  natural  Magick  hath  always  been  honour’d 
and  approy -d  of  by  diligent  Searchers  in  the  celeftial 
and  fubluhar  Beings^  as  tending  to  the  Admiration 
of  the  Works  of  God.  Who  is  diving  therein,  can«- 
not  but  overcome  a  Knowledge  of  an  infinite  Num¬ 
ber  of  Things,  impofiible  to  be  underftood  by  any 
other  Means.  '  ' 

It  will  add  a  great  deal  of  Light  to  the  further 
Unfolding  of  our  My  fiery,  to  make  mention  i'n  this 
Place  of  fome  Experiments  made  with  Rings  of 
Gold,  Silver,  Latten,  or  any  other  Metal  dedicated 
to  ce  ial  Bodies,  whofe  Virtue  one  intends  to  pro¬ 
cure  to  himfelf.  I  fay  of  Rings,  in  whofe  Cavity  is 
fafien’d  a  Stone,  and  under  it  an  Herb  of  a  Sympa¬ 
thy  v/ith  the  fame  Star.  Trallimms^  Gor donuts^ 
Mefue^  and  many  others,  do  report,  that  the  Virtue 
thereof  is  to  rejoice  the  Heart,  and  to  expel  Dif- 
cafes. 

Gyges ^  a  King  of  got  a  Stone,  taken  out 

‘  of  the  Head  of  a  Dragon,  inclosed  in  his  Ring, 

which  when  he  turn’d  to  the  Palm  of  his  Hand,  he 

could  be  feen  of  nonei  but  he  himfelf  could  fee 
\  ^ 

every  one  \  whence  the  Proverb,  Gygis  anmilus  :  By 
the  Help  of  this  Ring,  it  is  faid,  he  flew  Candaulcs^ 
and  committed  Adultery  with  his  Wife.  Alexander 
'Trallianus  tells  us,  that  the  Image  of  Hercules 
firangling  a  Lyon,  fet  in  a  Ring,  cureth  theCholick. 
The  Philofopher  Eudarnus  is  faid  to  have  prepar’d 
Rings  againfi  Stingings  of  Serpents,  Charms,  and 
Pifcafes,  Jofej^hts^  in  his  Antiquities^  reports  to 
^  ~  ‘  haye 
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have  feen,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Emperor  Vefpajla- 
nus^  one  Eleazar^  a  Jew^  apply  to  the  Nofe  of  one 
poflefs'd  with  a  Daemon  a  Ring,  under  the  Seal  of 
which  was  laid  a  Root  found  by  Solomon  ;  and  that 
this  Eleazar  did  draw  out  of  the  Nofe  the  Daemon^ 
who  inimediately  falling  on  the  Ground,  was  banilh’d 
by  him,  upon  reciting  Solomon^s  conjuring  Hymn 
againft  D^umons.  The  fame  doth  tell  us,  that 
Solomon  hath  been  very  Ikilful  in  Magicks  :  And  that 
Mofes^  the  Lawgiver  of  the  Jews^  did  begin  to  learn 
Magicks  in  Egypt ^  where  he  made  Rings  of  Love 
and  Forgetfulnefs :  The  Ring  of  Forgetfulnefs  he  gave 
to  the  Egyptian  Women  to  forget  him,  which  caufed 
his  free  returning  from  Egypt.  This  was  not  per¬ 
form’d  by  the  Help  of  prohibited  Magick,  as  .^^pol■‘ 
loniiis  and  Lyjimachiis  have  tax’d  Mofes  with,  and 
therefore  been  refuted  by  the  faid  Jofephus  \  but  by 
the  Help  of  a  thorough  Knowledge  of  the  celedial 
and  fublunar  Beings,  their  Deftination  and  Virtues. 
And  it  is  known,  that  Empedocles.,  PythagoraSy  De^ 
mocritus.,  and  Plato,  hirnfelf,,  learn’d  Magicks  from 
the  Egyptian  Priefts. 

It  is  therefore  not  generous,  to  call  intirely  in 

Jueftion  all  Cures  perform’d  by  Charadlers,  graven 
mages  tied  to  the  Neck,  i^c.  becaufe  their  Opera¬ 
tion  is  natural,  and  perform’d  by  the  wonderful  In¬ 
fluence  of  the  celeftial  Bodies  agreeing  with  our  Bo¬ 
dies.  It  is  not  reafonable  intirely  to  deny  Credit  to 
what  our  Anceftors,  diligent  Searchers  in  Nature*^ 
Clofet,  have  left  to  Pofterity,  in  refpedl  of  Charac¬ 
ters  and  Seals,  wrought  at  certain  times,  according 
to  the  Virtue  and  Influenpe  of  the  Bodies  above  us, 
without  any  Superftition,  (which  is  framM  only  by 
the  Ignorance  of  this  MyfteryJ  without  any  Profa^ 

It  nation,  or  Offence  to  the  Name  of  God,  and  with- 
>  out  any  Violation  of  Faith  or  Religion.  That  this 
i  pfeful  Knowledge  hath  in  After-times  been  fo  very 
^uch  hidden,  and  feems  at  this  Day  ali;noft  intirely^ 
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loft,  cani  be  afcrib’d  to  no  other  Reafon  but  to  the 
Mlfufe  of  thefe  Charadlers.  Men  falling  to  Super- 
ftition,  and  not  underftajiding  the  Reafon  of  their 
Working,  did  attribute  more  to  them  than  our 
Creator  had  granted,  and  intended  to  difcover  there¬ 
by.  I  am  very  far  off  to  attribute  to  thefe  Images 
a  Virtue  in  themfelves  *,  nor  do  I  affirm,  that  Cha- 
radlers  or  Names,  graven  under  Conftellations,  have 
a  Virtue  by  reafon  of  the  Figure  ;  bccaufe  the  Figure, 
Number,  Bignefs,  Situation,  and  the  Solution  of 
what  is  continual,  are  no  Principles  of  Adlions.  I 
wquld  intirely  deny  their  Virtue,  in  cafe  there  were 
nothing  elfe  acfting  or  moving,  by  whofe  Authority 
Characters  are  powerful.  I  have  been  oblig’d  to  in- 
large  upon  this  Subject  for  Reafon  to  make  appear 
;  what  is  true,  it  being  the  Perfection  of  our  Under- 
ftanding  *,  and  to  ffiew  what  Difference  there  is  be-, 
tween  true  and  phyfical  Signature,  and  fuperftitious 
and  unlawful  ones,  which,  for  Contemplation-fake, 
we  may  know,  but  no-where  put  in  Practice,  There 
is  no  Virtue  in  Heaven  and  Earth,  which  hath  not 
its  Offspring  from  God  :  Alfo  Medicines  are  vifible 
to  the  Body,  Words  in  vifible  to  the  Body  ;  now  if 
Herbs  or  Words  are  curing,  the  Caufe  is  notwith- 
ftanding  in  God  *,  therefore  the  Herb  itfelf  is  not  the 
Medicine,  but  it  is  hidden  in  it  inviflbly  by  God. 
It  (hews  a  great  deal  of  Ignorance  to  condemn,  or 
to  deride  things  remote  or  diftant  from  our  Senfes, 
and  not  fit  to  be  comprehended  by  them.  Who  is, 
not  aftonifh’d  at  the  wonderful  Effects  of  precious 
Stones  ?  Neverthelefs  eve  cannot  deny,  that  there  is 
a  great  natural  Power  in  them,  chiefly  when  under 
certain  Conftellations  certain  Figures  and  Signatures 
are  graved  therein.  It  is  falfe  what  fonite^  report,, 
that  the  Effeefts  of  precious  Stones  are  produced  by 
a  magical  Virtue,  and  not  by  a  natural  one  :•  It  pror. 
ceeds  from  the  School  of  Magicians,  who  ufed  pre-.. 
clous  Stones,  graven  under  certain  Conftellations,,^ 
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for  a  Pretext  of  their  Inchan tments.  It  is  fufFicient- 
ly  known,  that  an  Emerald  gets  loofe  from  the 
Finger  at  the  Death  of  the  Perfon  it  is  worn  by  ; 
and  that  a  Stone,  which  comes  from  Nezv  Spain^ 
known  by  the  Name  of  Lapis  Nephriticus,  is  of 
great  Efficacy  againft  the  Stone  in  the  Kidneys,  if 
but  bound  to  one’s  Arm.  Who  does  not  admire 
the  Virtues  of  ^Lurquois?  And  an  infinite  Number 
of  Experiments  made  with  precious  Stones,  as  welL 
as  Herbs,  could  be  quoted  ;  which  if  they  do  not 
every-where,  and  not  always  anfwer,  neverthelefs  do 
not  deferve  to  be  call’d  in  queftion  ;  becaufe  not 
every  thing  doth  every-where  and  always  concur, 
and  the  Rarity  or  Singularity  of  Effieds  doth  never 
take  away  the  Caufe  in  Nature ;  for  wonderful 
Things  in  Nature  are  perform’d  by  a  due  Applica¬ 
tion  of  Aaives  to  Paffives  hereunto  difpos’d  fo 
clofely  and  fo  fecretly,  that  the  Caufe  thereof  feems 
exceedingly  remote  or  diftant.  It  is  -  outragious  to 
afcribe  every  thing  immediately  to  theWorksof 
zehih,  which  are  remote  from  our  Senfes,  as  if  a 
hidden  Virtue  in  Nature,  the  Inflrument  of  the  Di¬ 
vine  Power,  v/as  not  able  to  produce  many  wonder¬ 
ful  Things  without  the  Affiftance  of  this  Prince  of 
evil  Spirits.  It  is  likewife  outragious  in  fuch,  who 
intirely  given  to  Superdition,  either  out  of  Igno¬ 
rance,  or  out  of  a  foolifh  Doubtfulnefs,  maintain  the 
mod  evident  Things  to  proceed  from  hidden  Caufes, 
who,  beddes  the  Colour  and  Tade,  afcribe  no  other 
Virtues  to  Plants  ;  as  if  a  particular  Concord  or 
Agreement  between  them  and  fomething  above  us, 
was  not  capable  to  produce,  beddes  their  drd  fen- 
fual  Virtues,  fome  hidden  ones ;  witnefs  the  daily 
Experience.  I  take  it,  therefore,  to  be  very  indif- 
creet  to  affign,  in  dngular  Fadls,  no  other  Caufe  than 
what  feems  to  us  to  be ;  for  who  can  deny,  that 
either  by  fome  Infpiration,  or  by  Chance  and  meer 
Accidents,  Effeds  are  produced  femblable  to  natural 

ones  ? 
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ones  ?  And  it  is  fufficient  for  one,  who  underftand^ 
eth  or  fetteth  out  the  Caufes  of  Things  natural,  to 
have  fhew'd  fuch  a  femblable  Effedl  to  be  the  Effedl 
of  natural  Caufes,  either  always  or  for  the  moft  part. 
And  tho^  the  Event  doth  not  always  anfwer,  neverr 
thelefs  the  Pov/er  and  Motion  in  Nature  is  not  to  be 
denied  ;  becaufe  all  Caufes  for  producing  one  Effe<51: 
do  feldom  concur,  which  is  to  be  feen  in  Things, 
which,  for  reafon  of  their  Fewnefs,  Variety,  and , 
Singularity,  are  conhder’d  as  Miracles  and  Prodigies  5 
for  thefe  Things  have  natural  Caufes,  but  they  are 
feldom  difpos’d  or  ready  for  the  like  Effecfls.  If 
therefore  the  Effedl  is  natural,  the  Caufe  muft  be  the 
fame,  and  alfo  contrary  wife.  Now  the  Effedls  of 
Images,  graven  under  the  Conftellation  of  certain 
celehial  Bodies,  are  natural ;  confequently  the  Caufe 
thereof  muft  Kkewife  be  natural.  And  tho*  this 
Caufe  is  hidden,  and  hard  to  be  under ftood,  and 
very  remote  from  our  outward  Senfes,  neverthelefs,. 
there  is  no  Occafion  to  have  recourfe  to  a  diabolical 
Power ;  but  we  ought  attentively  to  confidpr  by 
wdiat  Help,  and  by  what  Concurrence  of  Caufes, 
fuch  an  Effect  Is  produced  or  not  produced  ;  and  we 
ought  rather  to  take  an  Opportunity  from  thefe  mar¬ 
vellous  Caufes,  and  the  natural  Elfe<5ts  produced  by 
them,  to  acknowledge  and  to  proclaim  the  wonder¬ 
ful  Power  of  God  *,  who  having  evidently  implanted 
fuch  marvellous  Virtues  in  Nature,  how  wonderful 
muft  He  appear  in  Things  intirely  hidden  from 
us  ? 

Having  fent  this  before,  I  proceed  to  the  Seals 
themfelves.  The  Image  of  Jupiter  is  graved  in  a 
white  or  clear  Stone,  or  pure  Silver  or  Pewter,  for 
procuring  a  healthful  Life,  Honour  and  Riches. 

The  Image  of  Mars  againft  Timoroufnefs  and 
Puftllahlmity. 

The  Image  of  Sol  in  pure  Gold,  for  procuring  the 

Fayqqf 
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Favour  of  Kings  and  Princes,  and  for  curing  Difeafe^ 
affll6ling  the  Heart. 

The  Image  of  Venus  holding  in  her  Hand  Flowery 
and  Apples,  for  procuring  Mirth,  Beauty  and 
Strength  to  the  Body. 

The  Image  of  Mercury^  to  fharpen  Memory. 

The  Image  of  Luna^  to  procure  Honour  and. 
Wealthy  and  to  cure  Difeafes  afflidtlng  the  Brains. 
Thefe  Seals  are  to  be  made  under  certain  Conftella- 
tions,  diligently  and  exaiflly  to  be  obferved  by  one 
skillful  in  Aftrology  *,  and  as  there  is  a  great  Nicety 
requir’d  for  making  them,  I  think  pi'oper  to  fend 
my  Readers  to  the  Authors  themfelves,  who  have, 
treated  of  thefe  I  have  related,  as  well  as  of  a  great 
many  more,  in  an  ample  manner,  fatisfadory  to  each» 
one’s  Dehres.  I  proceed  now  to  other  Images  and 
Monuments,  to  whom  the  antient  Sophi  and  Doc¬ 
tors  afcribe  a  marvellous  Virtue,  if  they  are  ingra- 
ved  in  convenient  Stones  and  worn  and  kept  with 
Honour  and  Reverence  (without  all  manner  of 
Superftitlon.)  The  firft  of  all  are  the  Arcana’s  of  the 
ancient  and  great  Rhagael^  who  is  faid  to  have  ex¬ 
perienc’d  the  following,  viz. 

The  Image  of  a  comely  Dragon,  graved  in  a  Ruby 
or  any  other  Stone  of  the  like  nature,  to  have  a  Vir¬ 
tue  to  increafe  Wealth,  and  to  keep  him  who  wear- 
eth  it  in  Health  and  Cheat fulnefs. 

The  Image  of  a  Falcon,  graved  in  a  Topaz,  to 
help  to  acquire  the  Benevolence  of  Kings,  Princes 
and  great  People. 

The  Image  of  an.  Aftrolablum,  'an  Inftrument 
wherewith  the  Motions  of  the  Stars  are  gathered 
and  the  Diftance,  to  keep  him  who  weareth  it, 
healthfull  and  free  from  all  Difeafes  and  unfortunate 
Accidents  in  travelling. 

The  Figure  of  a  Frog,  graved  in  a  precious  Stone 
call’d  Beryl,  found  in  India^  in  Falhion  hx-fquare, 
in  Colour  like  Oyl  or  Water  in  the  Sea,  to  have  the 

Virtue

virtue  to  reconcile  Enemies,  and  make  t  iiehdflilp^ 
amongft  Men,  by  touching  only  Perfons  being  at 
Variane  . 

The  Image  of  a  Bat,  graved  in  a  precious  Stone 
call’d  Hellotropium,  in  colour  green  like  a  Leek- 
Blade,  to  make  him  who  weareth  it  able  to  refill: 
DcCmons. 

The  Image  of  a  well-drefs’d  Man  having  fome- 
thlng  in  his  Hand  which  is  handfome,  being  gra¬ 
ven  in  a  Cornelian,  to  have  the  Virtue  to  flop  Blood, 
and  to  help  to  Honour. 

The  Image  of  Leo  ox  Sagittarius^  graven  in  a 
Stone,  to  refill:  Poifon,  and  to  free  from  Agues. 

The  Image  of  a  Man  with  a  Sword  in  his  Hand,, 
graven  in  a  Cornelian,  to  preferve  the  Place  wherein 
it  is,  againd;  Lightning  and  Thunder. 

The  Image  of  a  Man  with  his  right  Hand  erec¬ 
ted,  graven  in  a  Chalcedony,  to  enable  him  who 
wears  it  to  accomodate  Quarrels,  to  make  him  heal¬ 
thy,  and  overcome  all  Accidents  in  travelling. 

The  Name  of  God  being  graven  in  a  precious 
Stone  call’d  Cerauni,  of  a  high  Colour  with  a  Star 
in  the  midft  of  it,  to  preferve  every  Place  where 
this  graven  Image  is,  againd  Tern peds,  and  to  give 
him  who  weareth  it  Strength  and  Viedory  againd 
his  Enemies. 

The  Image  of  ah  armed  Man  graven  in  a  Load- 
done,  to  render  him  who  weareth  it  vidlorlous  fn 


War.  So  far  Rhagael, 

9  Is  Chael^  one  of  the  Sons  of  the  Chil- 
j  t  dren  of  Ifrael^  a  very  ancient  Dodlor, 

during  the  time  he  was  In  the  Wilder- 
^  '  nefs,  made  many  Obfervations,  and 

caufed  Figures  to  be  graved  according  to  the  Courfe 
of  the  Planets.  Perceiving  the  Effects  thereof,  he 
compiled  a  Book  of  the  Virtue  of  fuch  Images, 
amongd  which  the  following  are  the  mod  notabled. 

Hallowed  be  God,  wdio  hath  siveu  fuch  Virtues  to 

the 
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the  Earth  for  the  Welfare  of  the  human  Generation. 
Thefe  Words  are  to  be  found  in  the  very  Beginning 
of  the  Book  written  by  the  faid  Chael. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  fitting  behind  a  Plow,  with 
a  long  Beard,  a  long  Face  and  bent  Eyc-brows,  four 
Men  leaning  upon  his  Neck,  he  himfelf  having  in 
his  Hands  a  Fox  and  a  Vulture  ;  if  fuch  a  Stone  in 
which  thefe  things  are  graven,  is  tyed  to  one’s  Neck 5 
he  will  be  able  to  difcover  hidden  Treafures  ;  he  will 
dream  of  Treafures,  and  of  the  manner  to  overcome 
them.  There  is  ftill  another  Virtue  to  free  Beafls 
from  Sicknefs,  if  they  drink  the  Water  wherein 
this  Stone  hath  been  wafhed.  This  Stone  muft  be 
graved  in  the  day  and  hour  of  Venus,  But  what 
Stone  it  mu  ft  be,  is  not  fignify’d. 

The  Image  of  a  Man,  having  on  his  Neck  a 
Shield,  on  his  Head  a  Helmet,  and  in  his  Hand  a 
Sword,  treading  under  Foot  a  Serpent,  being  graven 
In  a  red  Jafper,  and  ty’d  to  the  Neck,  is  to  make 
him  who  weareth  it  to  overcome  his  Enemies  in  a 
Battle,  chiefly  if  fuch  a  Battle  is  fought  on  a 
day. 

The  Image  of  a  Horfe,  having  above  a  Croco¬ 
dile,  graven  in  a  Jaclncft,  to  have  the  Virtue  to  help 
him  who  weareth  it  to  his  juft  Demands,  to  make 
him  beloved  or  lovely.  It  muft  be  fet  in  Gold,  be- 
caufe  Gold  caufeth  its  Virtue  to  increafe 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  fitting  and  a  Woman  ftand- 

ing  before  him  with  her  Hairs  fpread  abroad,  the 

Man  looking  upwards  ;  this  Figure  alfo  graven  in  a 

Cornelian,  will  procure  the  Benevolence  of  every 

Body  touch’d  therewith.  Under  the  Stone  muft  be 
¥ 

;  put  a  little  Ambergrife  and  Turpentine. 

A  Man  fitting  with  alighted  Candle  In  his  Hand, 
I  being  graved  in  a  Chryfolite,  hath  the  Virtue  to 
\  caufe  him  who  weareth  it,  to  become  rich.  It  muft 
I:  be  fet  in  the  fineft  Gold  that  can  be  had, 

I 
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'A  Stag,  or  a  Hunter,  or  a  Dog,  or  a  Hare,  gra¬ 
ven  in  a  Stone,  hath  the  Virtue  to  tame  lunatick  and 
I  ran  tick  People. 

The  Image  of  a  Woman,  haVing  in  one  Hand  a 
Bird,  and  in  the  other  a  Fifh,  graven  in  a  Stone,  td 
have  a  Virtue  in  fifhing  and  fowling.  It  mud:  be 
let  in  Silver. 

An  Image,  whole  Forepart  is  a  tlorfe,  and  the 
Backpart  a  She  Goat,  being  graved  in  a  Stone,  is  of 
a  Virtue  to  give  Luck  in  bringing  up  and  feeding  ail 
kinds  of  Animals.  It  mull  be  fet  in  Lead.  * 

The  Image  of  a  Vulture,  with  an  Olive-Branch  in 
his  Bill,  being  engraved  in  a  Stone  called  Pyrites  {a ) 
and  worn  in  a  Silver  Ring,  is  to  caufe  him  who 
weareth  it  to  be  looked  at  with  Admiration  and 
Amazement. 

The  Figure  of  a  Ram  and  a  Lyon,  graven  in  a 
precious  Stone,  has  a  Virtue  to  reconcile  difcordant 
People,  being  touched  therewith.  It  is  to  be  fet  iii 
Silver: 

The  Figure  of  a  Balililk  fighting  with  a  Dragon, 
and  above  it  the  Head  of  a  Mari  graven  in  a  Corne¬ 
lian  and  ty’d  to  the  Neck,  caufeth  him  who  wear¬ 
eth  it  to  vanquilh  all  kind  of  Beafts,  as  well  on  Earth 
as  in  the  Sea. 

The  Figure  of  a  naked  Man  puff’d  up,  and  the 
Figure  of  another  Man  well  drefs’d,  having  in  one 
Hand  a  Cup,  and  in  the  other  a  Bough  of  an  Herb 
or  Plant,  being  graved  in  an  Agath,  has  a  Virtue  to 
free  from  all  kind  of  Fevers  and  Agues^  if  it  is  worn 
voniy  for  three  Days. 

/  The  Figure  of  Scorpio  and  Sagittarius  fighting  to¬ 
gether,  graven  in  a  Stone,  and  fet  in  an  Iron  Ring 
and  printed  into  Wax,  is  to  make  Difcord  inftantly 
amongfl:  fuch  who  are  touched  therewith. 


a )  precious  Stone  <which^  if  one  holdeth  it  hard,  hnrneth  tht 
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The  Figure  of  half  a  Woman  and  half  a  F’fh* 
the  Woman  having  in  one  Hand  a  Looking- glafs, 
and  in  the  other  a  Bough)  being  graved  in  a  Jacindt 
and  fet  in  Gold,  is  to  make  invihble  him  who 
weareth  it  as  often  as  he  pleafeth.  The  Seal  is  to  be 
covered  with  Wax,  and  to  be  worn  towards  the 
Palm  of  the  Hand.  This  Figure  is  mentioned  twice 
by  the  fame  Author  with  almoft  the  fame  Words. 

The  Figure  of  a  Serpent^  above  it  a  Man,  and  on 
the  Man  fitting  a  Raven,  being  graved  in  a  Stone,  to 
make  him  who  weareth  it  witty  and  prudent. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  {landing,  and  being  cloathed 
with  a  Goat  of  Mail,  and  having  a  naked  Sword  in 
his  Hand,  being  found  graved  in  a  Stone,  and  fet 
in  an  Iron  Ring  of  the  fame  Weight,  to  caufe  him 
who  weareth  it  to  be  irrefiftible  in  War. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  with  a  Beard,  and  a  long 
tacej  and  bent  Eye-brows,  fitting  upon  a  Plow 
between  two  Bulls,  being  graved  in  a  Stone,  to 
caufe  him,  who  weareth  it,  to  be  profperoiis  in 
Husbandry  ;  to  difeover  Treafures  5  to  be  valiant  in 
Fighting ;  to  convert  Enemies  into  Friends  %  to  refill 
many  Difeafes  5  and  to  make  Serpents  fly  from  his 
Face:  To  be  likewife  powerful  againft  the  Falling- 
Sicknefs  ;  and  being  Worn  by  a  fick  Perfon,  to  re¬ 
cover  Health  immediately*  To  caufe  the  Virtue  to 
be  ftill  ftronger,  it  muft  be  fet  in  Iron,  double  the 
Weight  in  refpedl  of  the  Stone. 

The  Figure  of  an  Eagle  graven  in  a  precious 
Stone  called  and  fet  in  a  Ring  of  Lead,  to 

caufe  him,  who  weareth  it,  to  be  beloved  by  every 
body,  and  be  obeyed  by  all  Kind  of  Animals.  Ac*^ 
cording  to  Pliny  this  Stone  is  found  in  an  Eagle’s 
Neft,  and  is  like  an  Eagle  with  a  white  Tail,  with¬ 
out  which,  it  is  thought,  that  the  Eagle  cannot  lay 
her  Eggs.  Of  this  Stone  is  reported,  that  being 
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laid  to  a  Woman’s  Thigh,  it  caufeth  quick  Deliver¬

The  Sign  of  Capricorn^  graved  in  a  Cornelian  or  In 
any  other  Stone,  and  fet  in  Silver,  to  caufe  him  who 
weareth  it  to  abound  in  Honour,  to  acquire  every 
Body’s  Friendfhip,  and  to  be  able  to  refift  every  Body 
in  Fighting,  how  ftout  and  valiant  foever  they  may 
be.  Thus  far  ChaeL 

Hermes^  a  Philofbpher  fufficiently 
known,  mentioneth  the  following  Ima¬ 
ges  and  Figures  graved  in  Stones,  to  be 
of  lingular  Virtues, 

The  Image  of  a  Man  of  a  great  Sta¬ 
ture,  Handing,  graved  in  a  Stone  call’d  Diadochus, 
(a  Stone  like  a  Beryl)  having  in  the  right  Hand  an 
Obolus,  or  an  Halfpenny,  and  In  the  other  a  Ser¬ 
pent,  above  him  the  Figure  of  the  Sun,  and  under 
his  Feet  keeping  a  Lion  proftrat^  ;  if  fuch  a  Stone 
is  fet  in  a  Ring  of  Lead  with  a  little  of  Mugwort  or 
Motherwort,  and  the  Root  of  Fenugreek,  it  will 
impower  him  who  weareth  it,  to  call  on  the  Shore 
of  a  River  the  Spirits  belonging  to  the  Waters,  and 
to  receive  anfwer  to  what  he  is  afking  of  them. 

The  Figure  of  Aquarius^  (one  of  the  Signs  of  the 
Zodiack)  being  graved  in  a  green  Jafper,  ahd  worn, 
caufeth  Profit  in  buying  and  felling.  A  Bird  carry¬ 
ing  in  his  Bill  a  Leaf,  and  the  Head  of  a  Man  being 
in  his  Sight  looking  at  the  Bird,  if  this  is  graved  in 
a  precious  Stone,  called  Pangonius,  having  many 
Angles,  and  fet  in  Gold,  is  to  caufe  him  who  wear¬ 
eth  it  to  become  rich  and  refpefed  by  every  Body.

The  Figure  of  a  Man  on  Horfeback,  holding  in 
One  Hand  the  Bridle,  and  in  the  other  a  Bow  bent, 
and  girded  with  a  Sword  *,  if  fuch  a  Figure  is  graved 
in  a  precious  Stone  call’d  Pyrites,  before  mentioned, 
and  iet  in  Gold,  it  is  to  render  him  who  weareth  it 
vidorious  in  a  Battle,  and  no  body  can  refift  him. 

The  Figure  of  a  Woman,  having  her  Hairs  fpread 
over  her  Breaft,  and  in  her  Sight  a  Man  as  coming 
unto  her  and  making  fome  Signs  of  Love,  being 
graved  in  a  Jacindl  or  Cryftal  and  fet  in  Gold,  and 
under  the  Stone  a  little  Ambergrife,  Aloe  and  Mug- 
wort  or  Motherwort,  will  caufe  him  who  weareth 
fuch  a  Stone  in  a  Ring  to  be  obey’d  by  every  body, 
and  if  he  toucheth  a  Woman  therewith  fhe  will  love 
him  ;  and  if  he  layeth  it  under  his  Head  at  going 
to  Bed,  he  will  fee  any  thing  he  defireth. 

The  Image  of  a  Man  fitting  over  a  Fifh,  and  over 
the  Head  of  the  Man  a  Peacock,  being  graved  in  a 
red  Stone,  and  laid  under  the  Table  at  a  Feaft,  no 
Body,  eating  with  the  right  Hand,  will  be  fatiated. 

The  Image  of  a  naked  Man  ftanding,  and  at  his 
right  Hand  a  Girl  likewife  ftanding,  whofe  Hairs 
are  tyed  round  the  Head,  and  the  Man  is  holding  his 
left  Hand  over  her  Breaft,  and  the  Right  round  her 
Neck,  looking  in  her  Face,  and  the  Girl  looking

The  Image  of  a  Man  holding  Flowers  in  his  Hand, 
being  graved  in  a  Cornelian,  and  fet  in  a  Pewter 
Ring,  the  Ring  being  made  on  a  Monday  or  Friday 
in  the  4th,  8th  or  12th  Hour,  every  Body  will  obey 
who  is  touched  with  this  Ring. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  bearded,  with  a  long 
Face  and  bended  Eyebrows,  fitting  upon  a  Plow, 
between  two  Bulls,  and  having  a  Vulture  in  his 
Hand,  being  graved  in  a  Stone,  is  of  Virtue  to  caufe 
good  Succefs  in  planting  of  Trees,  difcovering  of 
Treafures,  and  to  be  vic5lorious  in  Battles.  It  cureth 
the  Falling  Sicknefs,  and  muft  be  fet  and  worn  in 
an  Iron  Ring. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  holding  a  Scythe  In  his  Hand 
over  his  Head,  and  under  his  Feet  a  Crocodile,  being 
graved  in  a  Stone,  and  fet  in  a  leaden  Ring,,  and 
under  the  Stone  laid  a  little  of  the  Root  of  an  Herb 
call’d  Sea-On  yon,  is  to  caufe  him  who  weareth  it 
to  be  fecure  againft  all  his  Enemies,  and  on  Joui^ 
nies  againft  Robbers  and  Highwaymen. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  holding  a  Sword  in  his 
Hand,  and  fitting  on  a  Dragon,  being  graved  in  an 
Amethyft,  and  fet  in  a  leaden  or  Iron  Ring,  is  to 
procure  to  him  who  weareth  fuch  a  Ring,  the  Obe¬ 
dience  of  all  Spirits  and  Difeovery  of  all  Treafures. 

The  Figure  of  an  Eagle  ftanding,  graved  In  a  pre¬ 
cious  Stone  call’d  iEtites,  before  mentioned,  and  fet 
in  a  leaden  Ring,  caufeth  him  who  weareth  it  to  be 
fuccefsful  in  fifhing  *,  no  Beaft  can  hurt  him,  and  he 
is  beloved  by  every  Body. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man,  having  in  his  Hand  a 
Bough  of  a  Palm  or  Date  Tree,  being  graved  In  a 
Stone,  is  to  render  him  who  weareth  it  acceptable 
and  beloved  by  Princes  and  great  People.  As  much 
out  of  Hermes, 
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•  *Thetel^  a  very  antient  Dodlor,  writing 
of  Cravings  in  Stones,  relateth  the  foliov/- 
ing  Seals  to  be  of  a  great  Virtue. 

The  Image  of  a  Man  'graved  in  a 
Jafper,  having  a  Shield  in  the  left  and  fome  Wea¬ 
pons  in  the  right  Hand  ;  inftead  of  the  Feet,  Vipers, 
and  inftead  of  a  Man’s  Head,  a  Head  of  a  Cock, 
or  Lyon,  to  be  of  Virtue  againft  Enemies,  and  to 
eaufe  him  who  weareth  it,  to  be  vidorious  ;  anci 
that  fuch  a  Stone  is  prevailing  againft  Poifon,  and 
ftayeth  Blood  from  what  Place  foever  it  proceeds. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  having  a  Bundle  of  Flowery 
on  his  Neck,  grayed  in  a  Jafper,  to  give  Virtue  to 
underftand  Difeafes,  and  to  ftop  Blood  from  what 
place  foever  it  proceeds.

A  Woman  having  in  one  Hand  a  Bird,  and  in 
the  other  a  Fifti ,  graved  in  a  Chry folite,  to  profit 
much  in  negotiating. 

The  Figure  of  a  Stag,  graved  in  a  Jafper,  to  have 
the  Virtue  to  cure  lunatick  and  frantick  People. 

The  Figure  of  a  Virgin  with  a  long  Garment, 
holding  a  Laurel  in  her  Hand,  being  graved  in  a  Jaf¬ 
per, to  fecure  him  who  weareth  it  from  being  drown’d, 
and  to  procure  every  thing  to  be  granted  to  him.  So 
far  1‘hetel, 

An  ancient  Book  being  found  in  the  «  . 
Wildernefs  by  the  Children  of  IJrael^  ^\omQn 
which  comprehends  many  Works  of 
Schmon^  hath  therefore  been  aferibed  to  Solomon.  The 
Title  of  this  Book  is.  Of  the  Seals  of  Stones.^  accord¬ 
ing  to  thy  Name,  O  Lord,  and  according  to  the  Courfe 
of  the  Stars. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  fitting  on  a  Plough,  having 
a  fhort  Neck  and  a  long  Beard,  four  Men  lying  uport 
his  Neck,  holding  in  one  Hand  a  Fox,  and  in  the 
other  a  Vulture  ;  fuch  a  Seal  being  tied  to  the  Neck, 
is  profitable  to  Hufbandry  and  difeovering  of  Trea- 
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fures.  The  Trial  thereof  is  to  be  made  following, 
vi%.  Take  pure  black  Wool  without  being  dyed, 
wrap  your  Stone  therein,  and  after  having  laid  it  be¬ 
tween  Wheat  Straw,  lay  your  Head  upon  it,  and  you 
will  fee  In  your  Sleep  all  the  Treafures  of  the  Coun¬ 
try  you  are  in.

Cornelian,  hath  the  Virtue  to  caufe  every  Body  to 
be  obedient.  It  muft  be  fet  in  double  the  Weight  of 
Gold, and  under  it  laid  Betony  and  Ambergrifc. 

A  Horfe  foaming,  and  a  Man  upon  its  Back  hav¬ 
ing  a  Scepter  in  his  Fland,  graved  in  an  Amethyft, 
is  to  procure  the  Favour  of  Princes  and  great  People 
to  him  who  weareth  it.  It  mud  be  fet  in  Gold  or 
Silver  of  double  the  Weight  in  refpedl  to  the  Stone. 

The  Plead  of  a  Man,  with  a  long  Beard  and  a 
little  Blood  about  his  Neck,  being  graved  in  a  Dia¬ 
mond,  procureth  Vidory  and  Audacity,  prefer veth 
the  Body  from  being  hurt,  and  caufeth  Favour  from 
Princes. 

The  Image  of  a  Cock,  or  of  three  Girls,  being 
graved  in  an  Agath,  maketh  him  who  weareth  it 
beloved  by  Men. 

The  figure  of  a  Lyon  graved  in  a  Garnet,  is  to 

procure 
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procure  Riches,  to  rejoyce  the  Heart  and  to  expell 
Sadnefs. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man,  like  a  Merchant  carrying 
Goods  to  fell,  graved  in  an  Emerald,  is  to  procure 
Riches,  to  make  vidorious,  and  to  eafe  from  Troubles 
and  Grief  of  Mind. 

The  Figure  of  a  Bull  or  a  Calf,  graved  in  a  Load- 
ftone,  to  procure  a  profperous  Journey  through  every 
Place  one  travelleth,  and  to  fecure  againfl  Enchant-* 
ments. 

The  Figure  of  a  Horfe  or  a  Wolf,  graved  in  a 
Jafper,  to  cure  Fevers  and  to  ftop  Blood. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  armed  with  a  Sword  in  his 
Hand,  graved  in  Stone  call’d  Sardius  (a)^  or  in  an 
Amethyft,  to  procure  to  him  who  weareth  it  a  good 
Memory,  and  to  make  him  witty. 

The  Figure  of  a  Stag  or  a  Buck  Goat,  graved  in 
a  Chalcedony,  hath^  the  Virtue  to  increafe  Riches  if 
it  is  worn  in  a  Purfe  where  is  Money  in. 

The  Figure  of  a  Lobfter  (Locufta  Marina)  gra¬ 
ved  in  a  Beryl,  to  make  up  Quarrels  and  to  caufe 
Love  between  married  People. 

The  Figure  of  a  Night-Crow  or  Raven  (Nodi- 
corax  or  Nydicorax,  a  Bird  dedicated  to  Fallas)  gra¬ 
ved  in  a  Stone,  to  caufe  a  Man  to  be  fkillful  and 
eloquent. 

The  Image  of  a  Peacock  graved  in  a  convenient 
Stone,  to  make  him  who  weareth  it  rich. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man,  killing  with  a  Sword  a 
Lyon  or  any  other  Bead,  to  make  him  who  wear¬ 
eth  it  vidorious  and  beloved. 

The  Figure  of  a  naked  Man,  puffed  up  and 
crowned,  holding  In  one  Hand  a  great  Cup,  and  in 
the  other  a  Bough  of  an  Herb,  being  graved  in  an 


(a)  Found  in  Sardinia,  from  whence  it  hath  Us  Namt  j  if  U  a 
kind  of  Onyx  of  a  black  Colour,

The  Figure  of  a  Woman,  having  her  Hairs  fpread 
abroad,  her  Breafts  naked,  in  her  Sight  being  a  Man 
looking  in  her  Face  j  if  this  Figure  is  graved  in  a 
Jacind,  Garnet  or  Cryftal,  and  fet  in  a  Ring  of  Gold 
of  the  fame  Weight  as  the  Stone  is,  and  under  the 
Stone  Ambergrife,  Aloe  and  Polypody,  it  will  pro¬ 
cure  to  him  who  weareth  it  the  Love  and  Regard 
of  every  body,  and  if  he  layeth  it  under  his  Head 
he  will  fee  in  his  fleep  every  thing  he  defireth  to  fee. 

The  Figure  of  a  Man  being  on  Hprfeback,  hold¬ 
ing  in  one  Hand  the  Bridle,  and  in  the  other  a  Bow, 
and  being  girded  with  a  Sword  *,  if  fuch  a  Figure  i^ 
graved  in  a  Stone  call’d  Pyrites,  before  mention’d,^ 
and  fet  in  a  golden  Ring,  it  hath  the  Virtue  to  make 
him  who  weareth  it  vidorious  in  Battles,  and  nq 
body  can  refift  him  ;  if  he  dippeth  the  Ring  in  Qil 
of  Nutmegs j  every  Body  will  fear  him,  and  if  he 
anointeth  his  Face  with  this  Oil,  no  body  will  oppofe 
him.

Hand  fianding  a  Girl  naked,  and  having  her  Flairs 
tied  about  her  Head,  the  Man  laying  his  right  Hand 
round  the  Neck  of  the  Girl,  and  the  left  upon  her 
Breaft,  the  Man  looking  in  the  Face  of  the  Girl,  and 
file  towards  the  Ground  *,  if  fuch  a  Figure  is  graved 
in  a  Loadftone,  and  fet  in  a  Ring  of  Iron  of  as  much 
Weight  as  the  Stone  is,  and  under  the  Stone  laid  the

The  Figure  of  a  Man  with  the  Head  of  a  Buck- 
Goat  inftead  of  his  own^  to  be  powerful  in  acquiring 
of  Riches. 

The  Figure  of  an  Eagle  graved  in  a  Cryftal,  to 
make  him  who  weareth  it  rich,  victorious  and  elo- 
qpent. 

The  Figure  of  a  Turtle  graved  in  a  Stone  call’d 
Pangonips  (a  precious  Stone  with  many  Angles)  and 
fet  in  a  leaden  Ring,  is  to  caufe  him  who  weareth  it 
to  be  never  v/ounded  nor  hurted,  and  tp  be  honour’d 
by  every  body,  chiefly  by  old  People. 

The  Figure  of  a  Bird  holding  a  Leaf  in  his  Bill, 
and  in  his  Sight  being  the  Head  of  a  Man  or  of  a 
Vulture,  graved  in  Gold,  is  to  procure  to  him  who 
weareth  it  Profit  in  every  thing  he  buyeth  and  fel- 
leth,  and  to  draw  Cuftomers  to  him.

Mars  armed,  or  a  Virgin  with  a  Garment  bended 
or  turned  round  about  her,  being  graved  in  Jafper, 
is  to  bcufeful  in  Warfare,  to  fecurehim  who  wear¬ 
eth  it  againft  a  yiolent  Death  and  other  unlucky  Ac¬ 
cidents.

The  Figure  of  a  Virgin  holding  a  Lamp,  being 
graved  in  a  Cryftal,  .hath  the  Virtue  to  prefer ve 
the  Eye  Sight* 

The  Figure  of  Arie$^  Leo^  and  Sagittarius^  graved 
in  a  precious  Stone,  to  prevail  againft  cold  Difeafes, 
and  to  refift  phlegmatick. Fevers,  andby  reafon  of  the 
Planets  which  are  ruling  in  thefe  Signs,  to  procure 
Dignities,  to  make  beloved  by  God  and  Men,  elo¬ 
quent  and. ingenious  ;  but.it  muft  be  graved  triangu¬ 
lar-wife,  ill  the  upper  Part  Leo^  and  below  at  the 
right  Hand  Aries ^  and  at  the  left  Sagittarius, 

The  Figure  of  Taurus Virgo^  and  Capricornus y 
graved  in  a  Stone,  is  to  prevail  againft  hot  and.  moift 
Difeafes.  It  caufeth  him  who  weareth  it  to  incline 
to  rural  Bufinefs,  as  plowing,  planting,  fowing,  culti¬ 
vating  of  Vineyards  and  the  like.  Capricornus  muft 
be  graved  in  the  Cone,  at  the  right  Hand  "Taurusy  and 
at  the  left  Virgo, 

The  Image  of  Geminiy  Libra  and  AquariuSy  gra¬ 
ved  in  a  Stone,  is  powerful  againft  cold  and  dry 
Difeafes  arifing  from  melancholic  Humours  ;  chiefly 
it  prevails  againft  Quartans.  Libra  muft  be  graved 
at  the  Point  of  the  Triangle,  and  at  the  right  of 
the  Bafis  Aquarius y  and  at  the  left  Gemini, 

The  Figure  of  Cancer y  Scorpio  and  PifceSy  graved 
in  a  Stone,  hath  the  Virtue  to  prevail  againft  hot  and 
dry  Difeafes,  and  fuch  as  do  proceed  from  Choler ; 
but  it  caufeth  him  who  weareth  it  to  be  inconftant, 
unjufti  and  an  Enemy  to  Truth.  Cancer  muft  be 
graved  at  the  Point  of  the  Triangle,  below>  at  the 
right  Hand  PifceSy  and  at  the  left  Scorpio, 
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The  Flgufe  of  Saturn  is  graved  oti  o  ?  f 
Stones  as  follows.  An  old  Man  holding 
a  Sickle  in  his  Hand,  having  a  Beard  not 
very  hairy  ;  if  fuch  a  Figure  is  graved  in  a  Stone  of 
the  Nature  of  SaHirn^  it  will  make  him  who  wear- 
eth  it  powerful,  with  a  continual  Increafe  of  Power. 

The  Image  of  Jupiter^  is  a  Man  fitting  on  a 
Throne  or  Chair  with  four  Feet,  having  in  one 
Hand  a  Rod,  and  In  the  other  a  Globe,  and  at  his 
Feet  an  Eagle  ;  but  the  Dodors  of  Magicks  form  it 
otherwife,  viz.  The  Figure  of  a  Man  with  a  Ram’s 
Head,  withered  Heels  and  a  little  Breaft,  which 
being  graved  in  a  Stone,  chiefly  in  one  called  Kraba- 
tus,  is  to  make  him  who  weareth  It  fortunate,  belo¬ 
ved,  and  refpedted  by  religious  People,  and  to  raife 
him  to  Honour  and  Dignity. 

The  Image  of  Mars  Is  diverfely  figur’d,  fometimes 
■with  a  Banner  or  Flag  in  his  Hand,  fometimes  with., 
a  Lance  or  any  other  warlike  Infferument,  but  al¬ 
ways  armed,  and  fometimes  on  Horfeback.  The  Vir¬ 
tue  of  a  Stone  wherein  fuch  a  Figure  is  graved,  is  to 
make  him  who  weareth  it  vi(fl:orious,  bold  and  vali¬ 
ant,  chiefly  if  a  Stone  is  ufed  for  this  Purpofe  of  the 
fame  Nature. 

The  Figure  of  Sol  is  differently  found  j  fometimes 
like  O  with  Beams  round  about,  fometimes  like  a 
Man  fitting  on  a  Throne  with  Hairs  fpread  abroad 
and  a  very  fumptuous  Garment,  fometimes  in  a  Cha¬ 
riot,  as  if  drawn  by  four  Horfes,  and  round  about 
the  Chariot  the  twelve  Signs  of  the  Zodiack.  The 
Virtue  of  their  Figure  graved  in  a  Stone,  is  to  caufe 
him  who  weareth  it,  to  command  and  to  be  intimate 
with  great  People. 

The  Image  of  Vtnus  Is  likewife  manifold,  but  the 
following  is  more  frequently  graved  In  Stones.  A 
Woman  with  a  long  Robe,  and  In  her  Hand  a  Bay 
Leaf.  The  Virtue  thereof  is  to  give  an  Agility  in 

per- 
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performing  Bufinefs,  to  bring  every  thing  to  a  good 
Succefs,  to  free  from  Fear  of  being  drown’d,  and  to 
procure  Honours  from  Women, 

The  Figure  of  Mercury  is  a  Man,  having  a  flen^ 
der  or  fmall  Breaft,  an  handfome  Bear<i,  Shoes  with 
Wings,  holding  a  Rod  or  white  Wand  and  a  Cock 
before  his  Feet  or  a  Serpent  under  his  Feet.  The 
Virtue  thereof  is  to  procure  Wifdom  and  Eloquence, 
and  to  be  profitable  for  Trade. 

•  The  Images  of  huna  are  various.  Sometimes  it 
is  reprefented  in  the  Figure  of  the  Moon,  with 
Horns  ;  fometimes  in  a  Chariot  as  a  Girl  with  a 
Quiver  of  Arrows,  with  Dogs  perfecuting  a  Stag, 
The  Virtue  of  this  Image  is  to  caufe  Succefs  in 
Expeditions,  Honour  and  Wealth,  a  Celerity  and 
Facility  in  all  Undertakings  and  the  Bringing  of 
every  Thing  to  the  delired  End.  But  it  ought  to 
be  obferved,  that  the  Planet  whofe  Image  you  in¬ 
tend  to  have  graved  and  fet  in  a  convenient  Ring,  is 
to  be  well  difpofed,  that  is  to  fay,  not  burnt,  re¬ 
trograde,  opprefs’d  or  touch’d  by  malignant  Beams  % 
but  he  ought  to  be  in  a  good  Place,  either  towards 
the  Eaft  or  the  Middle  of  the  Firmament  agreeing 
with  Jupiter  or  Venus^  otherwife  your  Image  or 
Seal  will  be  of  no  Signification. 

For  procuring  Love  you  make  Ufe  of  favou¬ 
rable  Afpe^ls,  and  for  provoking  Hatred  of  averfe 
or  unfavourable  ones.  The  Image  of  Saturn  is  there¬ 
fore  to  be  graved  when  it  exifts  in  Capricorn  or 
Aquarius  %  of  Jupiter  in  Sagittarius  or  Pifces,  of 
Mars  in  Aries  and  Scorpio^  of  Sol  in  Peo^  of  Venus 
in  Staurus  and  Libra,  of  Mercury  in  Gemini  and  ‘ 
Virgo,  of  Luna  in  Cancer.  Alfo  the  Image  of  Leo 
or  Cancer  is  to  be  graved  or  fet  in  a  Ring,  when 
Sol  is  going  through  Leo,  and  Luna  through  Cancer, 
but  alfo  that  .both  of  them  be  free  from  all  Impedi- 
liients,  chiefly  from  the  Beams  of  Saturn  or  Mars, 

it 
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It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  each  Sign,  as  long  as  Sol  k 
in  it,  is  ftrong  and  ruleth  over  the  others ;  confe-^ 
quently  is  of  a  more  prevailing  Virtue  and  more  to 
be  perceived  than  the  Others  j  you  ought  therefore 
always  to  diredt  the  Planet  to  the  Place,  that  is  to 
fay,  the  Sign,  Face  and  Degree,  which  Sol  doth 
illuftrate. 

So  much  of  magical  Images  of  the  ancient  Sopbl^ 
which  I  have  infetted  chiefly  for  Reafon  to  demon- 
ftrate  thereby^  that  thefe  as  well  as  many  more, 
which  could  be  mention’d,  were  founded  upon  no¬ 
thing  elfe  than  Magical  Philofophy ;  that  is  to  fay^ 
upon  the  Principles  of  a  true  and  natural  Magick, 
though  I  do  not  deny  that  Superftition  hath  creep’d 
into  a  good  many  of  them. 

Ufus  habet  laudem^  crimen  abufus  habet* 

The  fame  is  to  be  faid  of  thin  Plates  of  Gold  and 
Silver,  round,  fquare  or  triangular,  wherein  Cha- 
radlers  and  Signatures  are  ingrav’d  under  certain 
Conftellations  according  to  the  Defire  one  hath  to 
procure  to  himfelf  the  Favour  and  the  Influence  of 
fome  Planets.  And  it  is  fufficiently  known,  that 
fuch  Plates  being  duly  wrought  and  prepar’d  and 
bang’d  about  the  Neck,  or  born  about,  have  a  Vir¬ 
tue  and  Power  againfl:  fome  Evil.  But  it  is  exadly 
to  be  obferv’d,  that  the  Planet,  whofe  Influence  is 
defir’d,  be  at  the  Time  of  the  Graving  ftrong 
and  fortunate,  that  is  to  fay,  in  a  proper  Houfe, 
Exaltation  Eaftward,  or  in  the  Middle  of  the  Fir¬ 
mament,  free  from  the  malignant  Beams  of  Saturn 
or  Mars^  fupported  by  Venus  or  "Jupiter  or  join’d 
by  them,  dire(5t,  fwift  in  his  Courfe,  not  burnt, 

But  why  and  wherefore  Rings,  Images  and  Fi¬ 
gures  graved  in  certain  Metals  and  Stones  have  the 
Virtues  I  have  redted,  is  a  Queftion  not  to  be  de¬ 
cided 
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cided  by  the  Temperament  or  manifefl:  QualitleSj 
nor  is  it  to  be  aflign^d  to  the  Subftance  itfelf,  but  to 
a  Heavenly  and  magical  One,  that  is  to  fay,  to  a 
Superiouf  and  mo  re  fublime  Caufe,  which  fome 
not  unfitly  have  call’d  a  fpiritual  Vehicle  and  Bond. 
By  the  Help  of  it  Body  and  Soul,  Subftance  very 
diftant  and  remote  from  one  another,  are  joyned, 
and  by  the  Intervention  or  Interceflion  of  this  Ve¬ 
hicle,  the  Loadftone  draweth  Iron  unto  it,  and 
Cichoreum  follows  the  Motion  of  the  Sun. 

Not  every  Philofophical  Demonflration  is  to  be 
taken  from  the  Senfes  and  Qualities.  A  manifeft: 
Proof  thereof  is  in  the  Colour  of  a  white  Rofe  ;  from 
whence  doth  its  Colour  proceed  ?  if  you  afcribe  the 
Caufe  thereof  to  a  colder  Temperament,  what  will  you 
fay  of  the  Red  one  ?  A  Kind  of  Intybus  giveth  a 
milky  Juice,  which  you  afcribe  to  a  cold  Quality :  but 
what  will  you  fay  of  Tithymalus,  a  Herb  call’d  Sea- 
lettice,  Wolfes-milk  or  Milk-thiftle,  which  giveth 
likewife  a  milky  Juice  and  is  hot  enough  ?  The 
Bitternefs  of  Aloe,  you  fay,  doth  proceed  becaufe 
it  is  of  a  hot  Nature  *,  but  Opium,  which  killcth  by 
its  pernicious  Coldnefs,  hath  likewife  a  great  Bitter¬ 
nefs.  It  is  in  vain  to  afcribe  every  Thing  to  the 
manifeft  Qualities  :  Scalciger  calleth  it  a  great  Impu¬ 
dence,  and  fhews  the  InfufHciency  of  fuch  Reafons 
only  in  the  feveral  Kinds  of  Poifons. 

Thus  far  we  have  confider’d  the  Principles  and 
Caufes  of  marvelous  and  hidden  Adlions  in  Na¬ 
ture  ;  it  remains  now  to  make  an  Application  of 
thefe  Principles  to  the  Method  of  Curing  Wounds^ 
I  am  going  to  publifh. 

I  believe  every  Body  is  convinc’d  by  what  I  have 
faid,  that  Plants,  Roots,  Stones,  Metals,  the  Spirit 
and  celeftial  Signs,  are  by  a  divine  Law  as  it  were 
partaking  and  confpiring  together,  feemingly  for  no 
other  Reafon,  than  as  Plato  lays,  becaufe  to  each 
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Species  IS  a  peculiar  celeftlal  Sign,  like  the  Pole  to  the 
Loadftone,  by  our  Creator  confecrated  and  dedicat¬ 
ed  j  alfo  that  each  Plant^  each  Metal,  and  each  pre¬ 
cious  Stone  is  of  a  Sympathy  with  a  certain  Star  or 
celeftial  Sign.  But  the  more  fublime  this  Pofition  is, 
the  farther  we  are  to  go  back  to  the  Beginning,  and 
the  more  diligent  Search  we  are  to  make  therein.  We 
do  all  agree  that  Heaven  and  every  Thing  hath 
been  immediately  created  by  God,  and  that  every 
Thing  hath  received  and  doth  keep  Its  Virtue  as 
well  for  preferving  itfelf,  as  for  bringing  forth  its 
like.  Becaufe  God,  who  ever  works  by  the  moft 
compendious  Way,  hath,  after  having  given  every 
Things  its  particular  Virtue,  appointed  the  Heavens 
for,,  the  farther  continual  Working  thereby.  Now 
as  the  Seed  is  endued  with  a  vital  Power,  which 

Erepareth,  difpofeth  and  maketh  fit  the  Matter  for 
ringing  forth  its  like,  alfo,  that  at  all  Times  it 
may  receive  and  draw  unto  itfelf  that  animating  and 
fpiritual  Power  from  Heaven,  which  is  the  very 
Caufe  of  the  Support  of  all  what  is  created,  we  may 
fay,  that  the  Seed  furnifheth  the  Matter,  and  Hea¬ 
ven  putteth  on  the  Form.  Alfo  a  Man  doth  beget 
a  Man,  the  Man  by  Virtue  of  the  Seed  procureth 
and  brings  together  the  Apparel,^  and  is  caufaprox-^ 
ima.  The  Spirit  and  the  Warmth  which  is  in  the 
Seed,  preparcth  the  Matter  of  the  Seed  :  firft  It 
caufeth  a  Mingling  and  Tempering  together  confo- 
nant  to  each  fignal  Part  which  is  to  be  made  there¬ 
of  ;  and  then  it  giveth  the  Structure,  Conformity 
and  Pofture  j  laftly  it  diffufeth  itfelf  through  all  the 
Parts  and  abideth  therein  as  a  Ruler,  and  refufes  to 
forfake  what  it  hath  temper’d,  form’d,  and  com- 
pofed,  the  other  efficient  Caufe  of  a  Man’s  Being,  and 
indeed  the  Firft  and  Principal  one  is,  which  giveth  a 
Species  Form  or  Shape  to  this  fingle  prepar’d  Matter, 

which 
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which  is  Heaven  5  for  the  Species  of  Things  are 
caft  in  by  Heaven,  and  not  by  the  Matter  itfelf. 

The  Sayings  of  the  Antients  :  Deum  fer  naturas 
ejfe  divifum^  and  Deorum  plena  ejfe  omnia^  are  to  be 
underftood,  that  the  Virtue  received  and  infufed  by 
God  remains  in  every  thing  *,  that  a  godly  Virtue  is 
in  every  thing,  by  whofe  Power  every  thing  cometh 
forth ;  but  otherwife  in  Heaven  and  otherwife  in 
Things  which  are  not  able  to  bear  up  themfelves  5 
in  fuch  it  is  more  obfcure,  but  in  Heaven  more 
evident  and  more  excellent  to  the  Generation  of 
Things.  What  therefore  God  hath  created  in  Hea-* 
ven  and  Earth,  is  intirely  maintain’d  and  ruled  by 
him  ;  the  celeftial  Ones  immediately  by  himfelf, 
and  the  terreftrial  Ones  by  the  Subordination  of  the 
Heavens  appointed  for  the  Procreation  and  Confer- 
vation  of  all  fublunary  Beings.  The  Species,  Forms 
or  Shapes  of  all  living  Creatures^  Roots,  Stones  and 
Metals,  which  ever  have  been  or  can  be,  are  compaf- 
fed  by  the  Power  Heaven  is  endued  with,  which  be» 
ing  big,  as  it  were,  with  an  innumerable  Number  of 
Species  or  Forms,  ingenders  every  thing ;  and  by  this 
way  one  Power  and  Faculty  hath  in  itfelf  the  Vir¬ 
tues  of  all  the  Bodies  below.  Heaven  therefore  pro- 
duceth  without  Seed  many  things,  but  no  Seed  is 
able  to  bring  forth  any  thing  without  Heaven  ;  but 
it  being  duly  prepared  and  fet  in  Order,  Heaven 
cafts  into  it  its  Species  and  Perfedlion,  it  raifeth  up 
Life  in  every  thing  by  the  Interceding  of  the  Bright 
univerfal  Spirit :  For  this  Is  the  Carrier  between 
Heaven  and  Earth,  diffufed  throughout  the  whole 
Univerfe,  who  communicateth  to  all  and  every 
thing  at  one  and  the  fame  Time  Its  Species,  and  na» 
tive  vital  Heat  accommodated  to  its  Ingendring.  It  i$ 
he,  who  doth  contain  every  thing,  and  doth  cherifh 
It  with  Heat  and  Life  ;  through  his  Power  and  Help 
Things  without  Life  do  fubfift,  and  animate  Things 
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have  a  Soul  according  to  each  Kind,  a  nourifhing 
one,  fome  have  a  fenfual  one,  and  fome  a  Soul  en¬ 
dued  with  or  partaking  of  Reafon.  But  this  Power 
defcending  from  Heaven,  doth  accommodate  itfelf  to 
every  thing  ;  it  ferveth  eaeh  one  with  as  much  as  its 
Nature  dehreth,  and  never  giveth  more  than  the 
Condition  of  each  Subjed  can  bear.  Neither  is  this 
Virtue  always  like  unto  itfelf,  nor  doth  it  always 
and  in  the  fame  Manner  exhibit  itfelf  to  every  thing, 
but  varioufly  according  to  the  Station  of  the  Stars 
and  their  different  calling  forth  of  Beams,  who  for 
the  moft  Part  do  vary  very  much,  though  this 
Carrier,  I  fay,  this  univerfal  Spirit,  is  always  the  fame 
and  of  a  not  changing  Subftance. 

It  is  therefore  not  likely,  as  fome  think,  that 
this  Spirit  of  the  World  can  impart  to  every  thing 
Life  and  Form,  without  being  in  Want  of  the  Af- 
liftance  of  the  celeflial  Bodies,  or  the  Stars  y  for  if 
this  was  poffible,  he  would  ingender  always  the 
like  in  one  and  the  fame  W^ay,  that  is  to  fay,  in  the 
fame  Meafure  and  perpetually.  For  he  carrieth 
with  him  a  vital  Soul  and  Nature  itfelf,  and  maketh 
lively  all  what  he  entereth,  but  all  this  according  to 
the  Nature,  Condition,  Difpofition  and  Preparation 
of  each  Subjed:. 

It  being  evident  by  what  I  have  faid,  that  the 
celeflial  Bodies  do  concur  to  the  Procreation  and 
Prefervation  of  all  Things ;  and  that  all  Parts  of 
the  World  do  cleave  or  are  joyned  together,  or  em¬ 
brace  one  another,  by  this  common  Carrier  the  uni- 
verfal  Spirit,  being  of  a  middling  Subfiance  between 
Heaven  and  the  fublunar  Beings  ;  and  that  there  is 
no  one  Thing  in  the  World  fo  abje6l,  upon  which 
this  Spirit  doth  not  beflow  fome  Virtue  and  Quality, 
with  which  it  is  infufed  by  Heaven  and  the  celeflial 
Bodies ;  that,  as  this  Spirit  meddleth  with  the 
bringing  forth  of  all  Things,  every  Thing  mufl  be 
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comprehended  in  it  s  I  fay,  as  all  this  is  evident  by 
what  1  have  advanced,  who  can  doubt  of  the  Pof- 
Ability  of  curing  Wounds  without  applying  any 
Remedy,  only  by  anointing  the  Inftrument  where¬ 
with  fuch  a  Wound  is  made  ?  Or,  who  can  deny 
that  fuch  Cures  are  natural  ?  Certainly  they  can  be 
demonftrated  out  of  the  very  Principles  of  Nature 
itfelf,  and  who  denieth  it,  is  either  ignorant  thereof, 
or  thinks  proper  to  meafure  every  Thing  with  his 
Senfes.  For  thefe  Cures  are  performed  merely  by 
Nature  and  a  magnetical  Power,  Drawing  (Attract 
//fii^and  Conveying  (Dedu5lio)  the  Influence  of  ce- 
leftial  Bodies  working  by  the  Elements ;  and  this  fo 
often  mentioned  Carrier  the  univerfal  Spirit,  who, 
as  the  mean  Bond,  induceth  from  proper  Conftella- 
tions  a  Sympathy,  knitting  together,  or  Conveniency, 
as  Tully  fays,  out  of  which  next  a  healing  Virtue  is 
derived  to  the  Inftrument,  from  whence  afterwards 
it  goeth  out,  and  is  continued  and  conveyed  to  the 
wounded  Part ;  laftly,  by  the  Ad;ion  of  this  fpiri- 
tual  Virtue,  the  Elfed:  enfueth.  For  between  the 
Wound  and  the  Inftrument  is  a  magnetical  Drawing 
and  Conveying  Power  ( Attradfrix  &  Dedudlrix )  ^ 
the  firft  tends  to  the  Part  afHided  or  the  Wound, 
that  is  to  fay,  the  Drawing  (Attrcidlio)  goeth  to  the 
wounded  Part,  and  the  conveying  of  the  Virtue 
{Dedublio )  to  the  Inftrument  anointed. 

But  there  is  objected,  that  the  Space  coming  be¬ 
tween  the  Time  and  Place  doth  hinder  this  con¬ 
veying  or  healing,  and  that  nothing  can  a<51:  beyond- 
its  limited  Space ;  moreover  that  it  is  neceflary  the 
Body  to  be  healed,  fhould  be  touched  by  that  which, 
is  to  heal  *,  and  properly  touching  cannot  befaid  but 
of  Things  whole  Extremities  or  Ends  meet  toge¬ 
ther.  Now  fuch  a  Touching  doth  not  happen 
between  the  Wound  and  the  Inftrument  anointed  % 
confequently  no  Cu,re  can  be  perform’d. 
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.  Nobody  will  argue  in  this  Manner  but  fenfual 
Philofophers :  But  it  is  very  eafy  to  confute  their 
Arguments.  Who  knows'not  that  many  Things 
adl  at  a  Diftance,  whofe  Outfides,  or  Superficies, 
can  never  be  joyned,  and  notwithftanding  they 
meet  together,  viz,  the  Sun  and  a  Man’s  Body ; 
though  their  Superficies  can  never  be  joyn’d  toge> 
ther,  neverthelefs  the  Beams,  being  between,  aftual- 
iy  do  join  them  ;  for  no  natural  Adives  can  ad:  m 
extremum  before  acfting  in  medium^  becaufe  every 
phyfical  or  natural  Adion  is  performed  by  Touch¬ 
ing.  The  Sun  warmeth  the  inferior  World  by  the 
Orb  of  the  Moon,  though  it  never  toucheth  it, 
nor  warmeth  the  Sphere  of  the  Moon.  Alfo  all 
Bodies,  between  which  is  a  Sympathy  or  Antipa¬ 
thy,  mutually  afFed  one  another,  and  work  upon 
one  another  without  any  vifible  Touching,  that  is 
to  fay,  the  Virtue  of  one  is  carried  to  the  other  by 
the  Intervention  or  IntercelTion  of  the  univerfal  Spi¬ 
rit  ;  alfo,  that  though  the  Space  is  very  great,  this 
Virtue  is  neverthelefs  not  alter’d  nor  difpers’d  by 
Winds,  nor  diffolved  by  a  cold  and  moift  Air,  but 
by  Reafon  of  its  natural  Communion,  Accord  and 
Bond,  preferved  and  continued. 

Alfo  in  Contagions,  Bodies  do  not  touch  one 
another  *,  and,  in  peftilential  Fevers,  many  are  in- 
feded  who  never  come  near  fick  People,  that  is  to 
fay,  their  extreme  Parts  do  not  meet:  For  the  ma¬ 
lignant  and  corrupt  Quality  of  thefe  Fevers  defileth 
the  Bodies  by  propagating  and  diffufing  itfelf  and 
continuing.  I'herefore  who  communicateth  to  ano¬ 
ther  a  DIfeafe,  needs  not  to  touch  him,  but  the 
corrupt  Breath  or  Vapours  may  be  fent  and  hidden 
in  Garments  and  other  Things,  (witnefs  the  daily 
Experience,)  and  infed  another  many  Days  after; 
and  though  we  cannot  properly  fay,  that  fuch  an 
infeded  one  hath  been  touched  by  another,  never- 
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thelefs  we  can  without  Doubt  affirm,  that  no  Dlfeafe 
can  be  communicated  from  one  to  another  without  a 
Body,  that  is  to  fay,  they  cannot  be  carried  or  con¬ 
veyed  without  the  Intervention  of  afpiritual  Sub- 
ftance  or  Humour.  It  is  therefore  undeniable,  that 
there  are  many  Adlions  performed  without  a  vihble 
Touching,  and  that  many  Bodies  ac5l  Upon  one  ano¬ 
ther  mutually,  without  meeting  together  by  the 
1  ouching  of  their  Bodies,  but  of  their  Virtues  ; 
and  this  Virtue  which  Bodies  make  ufe  of  and  put 
forth  at  a  Diftance,  is  a  Quality  without  a  Body, 
wherein  the  whole  Power  lieth.  Alfo  the  Power 
iffuing  from  this  Ointment  doth  not  fpread  itfelf  out 
in  the  Stone,  in  Iron  or  Wood,  with  which  it  hath 
no  Affinity,  but  propagateth  itfelf  to  theWound  by 
Virtue  of  its  Mover. 

The  hrft  Thing  which  moveth  in  this  Ointment, 
is  the  Balfamic  Power  hidden  in  -  the  Blood  and  in 
the  Mofs,  which,  by  the  Intervention  of  the  fpiri- 
tual  Bond,  is  continued  to  the  Wound,  and  except 
the  Diftance  is  too  great,  becometh  one  and  the 
fame  with  it  by  joining  both  Forms.  I  fay,  they 
join,  becaufe  their  Forms  do  extend  themfelves,  and 
mutually  meeting  they  unite  together.  Both  what 
moveth  and  what  is  moved,  becometh  one,  either 
by  an  immediate  Application  and  Joyning  of  both 
Superficies,  or  the  Virtue  of  one  is  conveyed  to  the 
Superficies,  confequently  to  the  Body  of  the  other  ; 
let  it  be  done  by  Light,  Beams  or  any  other  hidden 
.  Quality  and  fpiritual  Touching.  Therefore  this 
Ointment  reacheth  the  Wound,  or  is  joined  to  the 
Wound  as  an  efficient  Power,  or  asAdlivesto  Paffives; 
or  as  a  Thing  tranfmuting  or  altering  to  a  Body  to  be 
tranfmuted  :  In  the  fame  manner  Heaven  is  joyned 
to  Earth,  which  neverthelefs  according  to  its  Super¬ 
ficies  is  not  contiguous  with  it,  that  is  to  fay,  the 
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Extremities  of  Heaven  and  Earth  do  not  touch  one 
another. 

The  vulgar  phyfical  Canons  are  therefore  not  to 
he  underftood  without  Exceptions,  viz.  that  the 
Extremities  of  Ad:ives  and  Pallives  do  always  touch 
one  another  ^  and  that  Adlives  have  no  Power  upon 
PaTives,  except  their  fuperficial  Outfides  or  Extre¬ 
mities  touch  together.  For  the  Quality,  or  the 
celeftial  and  magnetical  Virtue  by  the  Help  of  this 
conveying  Spirit,  is  in  the  Ointment,  the  Caufe,  and 
as  it  were  the  Vehicle,  which  being  moved,  the 
Thing  to  be  carried  is  likewife  moved.  In  the  Ve¬ 
hicle  is  required,  that  it  may  be  apt  for  carrying, 
and  for  carrying  is  nothing  more  apt  than  the  celeftial 
magneticalVirtue  5  which,  as  it  were,  intercedeth  be¬ 
tween  the  Inftrument  and  the  wounded  Place,  mo¬ 
ving  and  diredling  everyThingfor  obtaining  the  defir’d 
Piffed.  For  between  this  Virtue  and  Vehicle  is  firft 
or  all  a  Sympathy,  v/hich  afterwards  is  conveyed  to 
the  Inftrument  from  thence  to  the  Wound  by  Reafoii 
of  the  Familiarity  and  Similitude;  for  this  is  the  effici¬ 
ent  Caufe,  why  Things  are  wrapp’d  and  ty’d  together. 
Therefore  nobody  can  deny,  that  there  is  a  Touch¬ 
ing  between  the  Inftrument  and  the  Wound,  though 
it  is  not  performed  immediately  by  joyning  the  Ex¬ 
tremities  together,  becaufe  there  is  no  Neceffity  for  it 
in  this  Myftery.  The  Principles  which  are  ading 
in  this  Cafe  not  being  corporeal,  there  is  likewife  no 
corporeal  I'ouching  required.  The  Virtue  is 
brought  to  the  Wound  mediately  by  interceding  (as 
i  have  often  repeated)  of  a  more  ftiblime  and  incor¬ 
poreal  Pov/er,  which  the  Dodors  of  natural  Ma- 
gicks  have  called  a  magnetical  one. 

It  remains  nothing  but  to  give  a  Defcription  of 
the  Ointment  wherewith  magnetical  Cures  of  Wounds 
v/ithout  Pains,  and  without  an  immediate  Applica¬ 
tion  of  any  Remedy,  are  performed.  Baptifta  For- 
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ta  giveth  a  Defcription  of  fome  fuch  Compofition^ 
and  iiitroduceth  Paracelfus  for  Its  Author:  But 
this  Compofition  is  very  defe^flive,  as  every  body 
may  fee  by  comparing  it  to  the  following.  Be- 
fides,  it  hath  been  contradi6led  by  many,  that  Pa¬ 
racelfus  could  be  the  Author,  thereof,  which  joyii’d 
to  the  Credulity  wherewith  the  faid  Porta  hath  col- 
leded  and  publiflied  a  great  many  Compohtions,  no¬ 
thing  at  all  to  be  depended  upon,  giveth  Room  to 
believe,  that  he  was  unable  to  aflure  the  Veracity  of 
his  Defcription  by  any  other  means  than  by  intro¬ 
ducing  paracelfus  for  its  Author.  I  believe  there¬ 
fore  the  following  Defcription  will  be  the  more  ac¬ 
ceptable,  as  by  long  Experience  of  different  Perfons 
it  hath  been  found  to  anfwer  the  End  for  which  it  is 
defign’d. 

The  Defcription  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Of  Sanicle  {hat,  Sanicula)  which  is  fpotted,  and 
hath  the  Signature  of  the  Lungs. 

Of  Bugle  (hat.  Cojtfolida  media^  Buglum^  Bughiy 
Bugula)  both  being  gathered  frelh,  and  dryed  in  the 
Shade,  and  afterwards  made  to  Powder  ;  you  take 
of  each  one  Ounce. 

Oil  of  LInfeed, 

Turpentine. 

Armeniae  Bolus,  of  each  two  Drachms. 

Human  Fat,  four  Ounces. 

Genuine  Mummy. 

Human  Blood,  being  yet  warm. 

Of  the  Mofs  which  growxth  upon  the  Skull  of  a 
Man,  being  hanged  and  left  hanging  i  of  each  one 
Ounce. 

All  being  well  mixed  in  a  Mortar,  muft  be  kept 
clofe  in  a  Glafs  or  earthen  Veffel  with  a  narrow 
Neck,  being  glazed  within. 

The  whole  is  to  be  made  when  the  Sun  doth  exift 
In  Lihra  ;  but  the  Mofs  is  to  be  gathered  when  the 
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Moon  increafeth  and  doth  exift  m  the  Hdiife  of 
Venus  if  pofTible,  not  in  Saturn  or  Mars,  If  you 
cannot  exped  the  Moon’s  exifting  in  the  Houfe  of 
Venus ^  you  are  diligently  to  obferve’when  Luna  h 
in  the  Sign  of  Pifees^  to  gather  the  Mofs  at  that 
time,  becaufe  this  Sign  is  the  moft  convenienteft  by 
reafon  of  JupiteP^  Dwelling  Place,  and  Venus* s  Ex¬ 
altation  ;  the  next  after  it  is  T aufus  and  Libra,. 

By  this  Ointment  alfo  prepared,  all  manner  of 
Wounds  given  by  Inftruments,  either  pierced,  or 
ftricken,  or  blown,  are  cured,  if  only  the  Inftrument 
can  be  had  ;  but  fuch  Wounds  are  excepted  -where 
the  Arteries  or  fome  of  the  principal  Members,  as 
the  Heart,  Brains,  &c,  are  hurted. 

The  Inftrument  with  which  the  Wound  is  made, 
or  in  want  thereof,  a  piece  of  Wood  or  a  little  Bough 
of  Willow,  fteeped  in  the  bloody  Opening,  is  to  be 
plunged  in  the  Ointment  and  therein  to  be  left :  The 
wounded  Perfon,  meanwhile,  hath  only  to  walh  the 
Wounddaily  once  with  his  Urine  or  frefh  Water,  and 
to  cover  it  with  apiece  of  clean  Linen,  always  wiping 
away  the  Filth,  and  the  Wound  will  heal  and  con- 
folidate  without  any  Pains.  If  the  Inftmment  where¬ 
with  the  Wound  is  made  cannot  be  had,  another  In¬ 
ftrument  is  to  be  fteeped  in  the  Wound,  and  after 
it  is  anointed  on  both  Sides  with  this  Inftrument,  it 
is  to  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  temperate  Place,  becaufe 
if  it  is  expofed  to  the  Air  or  too  much  Cold,  the 
Wound  will  begin  to  fmart.  It  is  likewife  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  if  the  Wound  is  made  edgling  or  pointing]  y. 
In  the  laft  Cafe  the  Inftrument  is  to  be  anointed  from 
the  Point  towards  the  Handle  ;  in  the  nrft,  from  the 
Edge  towards  the  Back  *,  and  in  all  Cafes  the  Inftru¬ 
ment  is  diligently  to  be  cover’d.  If  it  doth  not  ap¬ 
pear  how  deep  the  Inftrument  hath  been  in  the 
Wound,  all  is  to  be  anointed,  but  if  it  appears,  only 
the  Part  which  was  plunged  in  the  Wound,

As  for  the  Mofs  growing  upon  the  Skull  of  a: 
Man  being  hanged,  it  may  feem  to  many  to  be  z' 
ufclefs  Nicety,  and  that  perhaps  any  other,  tho*  not 
grown  upon  the  Skull  of  a  Man  hanged,  may  do- 
the  fame.  But  the  following  Reafon,  with  which  I 
conclude,  may  be  given  for  why  the  laft  hath  a  Pre¬ 
ference 'in  the  Compofition  of  this  Magnetical  Re¬ 
medy.  The  vital  Spirits  of  a  Man  to  be  ftrangled,' 
by  reafon  of  the  Prefence  of  his  unhappy  Chance, 
do  retire  to  the  Head  and  Brains,  and  the  violent 
Conftridion  hindereth  tlieir  going  back  to  their  Prin-' 
'  ciples  ;  they  remain  alfo  there  and  mingle,  and  are 
confounded  with  the  Spirits  and  the  Balfam  of  the 
Head  and  Brains  •,  and  though  all  animal  Funddons^ 
do  ceafe,  'neverthelefs  there  remains  a  certain  Heat  or 
Warmnefs  in  the  Bones,  Nerves,  and  the  other  finli;» 
lar  Parts,  which  is  in  Stones  and  in  Pepper,  that  is  to 
fay,  an  elemental  one.  .  Now  after  this  Mixture,  and 
through  the  help  of  this  Heat  and  <the  joint  working 
of  a  heavenly  Influence,  Mofs,  like  a  Vegetable  grow¬ 
ing  upon  the  Skull  of  a  Man  being  hang’d,  mufl 
needs  be  of  a  greater  Force  than  fuch  as  grows  upoiv 
the  Head  of  another  who  dy’d  of  fome  Difeafe.
